During his imprisonment Williams was 
greatly troubled and spoke of seeing the 
ghost of oW John Hart, which he said was 
with him always. The officers finally pre- 
vailed upon him to make a confession, and 
he told the story of the killing in a cold- 
blooded and braggadocio manner. He 
implicated Moses Williams, who is no rel.i- 
tion of the young man, as being the insti- 
gator of the plot. Moses Williams is about 
70 years of age, and young Williams said 
that the elder Williams had entered into 
an agreement with him to kill Hart, he 
to receive some hogs, a young colt 
and $100 for doing it. It was also 
stipulated that a young woman with 
whom Hart was living was also to bekilled. 
After shooting Hart young Williams re- 
turned to Hart's house for the [■nr]><jseof 
killing the girl, but, as lie said afterward, 
she looked so innocent that bis heart failed 
hini and he dropped his rille. 

Charles Williams pleaded guilty, and 
only his youth saved him from the death 
penalty. He was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment at Folsom. The elder Wil- 
liams was arrested at his home and 
charged with being an accomplice in the 
murder of Hart. The two old men were 
Tiei.'hljors and there had been ill feeling 
between them over the right to a mining 
claim, which was the cause of the murder.

The Visitors Surprised at the Won- 
derful Resources of the Sac- 
ramento. Valley. 



SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 26.— The 
Half-million Club reached Sacramento at 
1:40 o'clock this morning, and shortly 
after C they were waited upon by a com- 
mittee, consisting of B. U. Steinman, J. M. 
Morrison, chairman of the Board of Su- 
pervisors; City Trustee Devine, George B, 
Katzenstein, T. A. W. Shock, M. J. Curtis, 
M. J. Dillman. R. H. Hawley, Rev. A. C. 
Hcrrick, Buss D. Stevens and the Misses 
Steinman and Rosener. 

This committee accompanied the seekers 
after information to Folsom, and pointed 
out the beauties of the Sacramento Valley 
as the traiti sped rapidly through fertile 
orchards, vineyards, hoplieUls and alfalfa 
meadows, where sleek, thoroughbred cattle 
browzed kneedcep in the waving grasses. 
Upon the arrival of the party at the State 
prison they inspected the power-house, 
dam and canal, afterward being ushered 
through the interior of the prison proper 
and having such notables as Sontag and 
Evans pointed out. 

Returning to Folsom the entire party 
was ctjnveyed to Orangevale, where an 
hour was consumed in driving through 
the extensive orange groves of that section. 
This trip was a source of constimt amaze- 
ment and surprise to all the visitors from 
the .southern portion of the Slate, who have 
become so used to hearing the constant 
praises of that section chanted upon all 
occasions that they were almost convinced 
that it was the only portion of the State 
suited for residence and the growth and 
perfection of citrus fruits. 

The party returned to Sacramento and 
were taken to Sutter's Fort and from there 
to the State Capitol building, where they 
were presented in person to , Governor 
Budd in his reception-room. After receiv- 
ing a cordial handshake from his Excel- 
lency they were accorded a speech of wel- 
tono , 1:1 wliicli the Governor said: "For 
tome time there h.is been a strong feeling 
between the northern and southern por- 
tions of this great .State, a spirit of pointed 
rivalry much to be deplored, and I cor- 
dially welcome you all and heartily 
indorse the movement you have originated, 
and I believe it will tend to cement the 
north and south in one great fraternity 
that will unite to forward the interests of 
California as a State, not as a section. 

"I welcome you, and am glad that you 
have attemi ted to capture the Governor's 
office- a 'ask already attempted by many, 
achieved bv few." 

William M. Bunker of San Francisco 
was called upon to state the aim and pur- 
pose of the ll.alfiuillion Club. He said it 
had been organized hu- the purpose of in- 
creasing the population of the big City, but 
it was found the interior must be depended 
upon to furnish a-si-tani e and an era of 
improvement must be instituted through- 
out the State to effect their object, conse- 
quently the first step to be taken was to 
visit each section and ascertain their 
resources and present them in a true light 
to the rest of the world. 

Such was tbeir present object, he said, 
and at every stop they were greeted with 
a fresh surprise. But few residents of the 
State possessed the slightest idea of its 
great resources, and they were all "crim- 
inally negligent" in not being fully in- 
formed on the matter. In the southern 
portion of the State there was a spirit of 
progressiveness that had made California 
famous, aiKl the .same spirit should tie fos- 
tered by the people of the northern por- 
tion. 

Professor Keyi ^ of Pasadena spoke of 
the natural enthubiasui portrayed by resi- 
dents of that locality in tbeir surround- 
ings, and claimed that the prevalent idea 
was that orange trees, to be successfully 
cultivated in the northern portions of the 
State, had to be encased in blankets to 
protect them from the winter's severe 
climate. They had always supposed that 
they possessed a monopoly of the orange- 
growing industry of the State, but had 
been disaluised of that idea by their jaunt 
through the broad grain fields, orchards, 
vineyards and orange groves since crossing 
the Tehachapi Mountains. 

Captain Daniels of Hiversiile declared 
that since he had resided amid the ti;,000 
acres of orange groves in Riverside he had 
imbibed the idea that nowhere else in 
California was there an orange tree save 
those planted in tubs and conservatories 
His drive through the 300 acres of groves 
at Orangevale had disabused him of this 
idea and he saw no reason why this should 
not become the orange-producing region 
of the world. The soil was here; the 
climate and an abundance of water. 

George li. Katzenstein in his speech com- 
pared the sections on either side of the 
Tehachapi Mountains to an occurrence of 
the late war, when the hostile armies en- 
caiupid within bearing distance of each 
other and the bands played tlie haunting 
melodies of their respective sections. At 
last, just before the evening tups, one band 
started that grand old air, "Home, Sweet 
Home," and it was immediately re-echoed 
by the band of the enemy. Such, said the 
speaker,' should 'be the course of the resi- 
dents of the entire State. They should 
unite for "Home, Sweet Home." 

Mayor Steinman spoke of the enterprise 
of the residents of Pasadena and hoped it 
would be taken as a model to be followed 
by the residents of this section. His ex- 
perience had been, while on a visit to the 
former place, to take a drive to an outlying 
section toexandnca land investment. The 
penti email who drove him out had a "two- 
minute" horse and he arrived in a very 
brief period; but a few days afterward, 
when ha Tiaitad tb« nns MCtioBfaaluiKia 



livery team he failed to reach the place in 
an hour. Enterprise, he declared, deserved 
recognition and would bring ."success. 

At the conclusion of the reception each 
niembcrof the party was presented by Sec- 
retary of State Brown with a souvenir in 
the form of an impression of the great seal 
of the State, and the party returned to 
their train and was conveyed to Auburn to 
visit the early fruit producing regions. 

In an interview with Governor Budd, ac- 
corded members of the exciursion party 
after the reception, the executive said: 
"Until the Half-million Club's spokes- 
men, and the gentlemen representing the 
commercial and progressive spirit of 
Southern California, had outlined the pur- 
poses of the excursion, I did not realize its 
importance. I confess t'l surprise, and I 
not only desire to express niy admiration 
of its mission, but I would be unfaithful to 
my official position if I failed to heartily 
and unequivocally indorse the good work. 

"The work means valuable certainties. 
It is not a case of probability, but carried 
ont with spirit and confidence, on the lines 
suggested, I am sure the State will have 
added to its population !n a short time 
large numbers of the most desirable class 
of Eastern people. The work that is being 
done under the auspices of the club can- 
not fail to materially benefit every section 
oftheStote."

SAN BEENARDINO SCHEME, 



Electricity Brought Into Use 
to Irrigate Fruit 
Lands. 



A New Venture Which It Is Thought 
Will Result in a Great 
Savingt. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Cai... April 26.— 
Contracts were signed to-day by a number 
of farmers with a local electric light com- 
pany, by which the latter agrees to furnish 
power for driving pumps to pump water 
for irrigation purposes. 

A rich fruic district north of the city, 
bounded by Mount Vernon, Highland and 
Waterman avenues, has an abundance of 
wat^r below the surface, but lacks water 
for irrigation. Windmills have been tried, 
but nature does not supply sufficient mo- 
tive power. The new power involves the 
construction of eight miles of overhead 
wires. The i>ower is sold to orchanlists in 
groups. Where it is possible the wire 
runs along the divi iing line between the 
orch.irds, A portable motor, placed on a 
platform resting upon four w heeN, is the 
only machinery necessary. This motor 
will be moved from time to time to the 
various pumps connected with the supply 
wire and water pumped direct to the irri- 
gating trenches. 

The cost per acre is |1 15 per month. 
Water rights are usually worth |150 an 
acre. Assuming that the season for irri- 
gation would extend six months, which is 
the maximum limit, and counting interest 
at 7 per cent, there is an actual saving to 
the orchardist by use of electric power. 
The electric company's plant is idle from 
midnight until t> 1: m,, and during these 
eighteen hours the power will go to the 
pumps. 

The' work of constructing the line will 
begin at once, and if the plan proves suc- 
cessful, and of this there seems to be no 
doubt, the scheme of irrigation by direct 
pumping will probably extend all over this 
end of the valley, where the supply of 
water beneath the surface is more than 
ample.

The young man breathed forty 
minutes, but was unconscious all the time.

train, due at the crossing at 7:;?5. The 
headlight of the train she could tlien see 
at the l.os Robles station, two blocks 
distant. 

With rare presence of mind Miss Wilson 
rushed into an adjoining yard and burst 
into the kitchen of a neighboring house, 
seized a lighted kerosene laicD and rushed 
out, followed by the inmates of the house, 
who believed she was demented.

Di;N'VEr;, Colo., Ajirll 2i;.— A snecial to 
the Republican from Albuquerque, N.

The Be- 
publicans, after a hasty examination of 
Clerk Soudon's books, declared that he bad 
overcharged $20,000 in fees and had put the 
money in his pocket. The statement was 
used as campaign thunder, though it 
turned out to be untrue. 

But the charge severely wounded Mr. 
Soudon's pride. He had been elected by 
SOOO majority, the largest ever given in the 
county. He was a candidate for re-election. 
The Democrats won, but the majority was 
cut to below 1000. Soudon imagined him- 
self personally responsible for the slump. 
In December he came to New York. Sou- 
don had been run oVer by a railway train 
and bad two artificial legs below the knees.

Chicago Packers Await the 
Completion of the Secre- 
tary's Investigation. 



All Ready to Prove That a Beef Com- 
bine Does Not and Cannot 
Exist. 



CHICAGO, III., April Jil.— Cliicago pack- 
ers will make a statement in relation to 
the charcTPs that the present condition of 
the beef markets is due to the existence of 
a coininiie. 1^. J. Maviyu. r. m lideutial 
manager of Armour & Co., who has the 
whole subject in charge for that lirm, said 
the statement would not be made probaldy 
until Secretary Mortion had announced 
the results of investigations now being 
made by his inspectors at various points. 
Mr, Martyn declined to comment on the 
interview with Secretary Morton, in which 
the Secretary adduces numerous things 
which, he says, go a long way to justify 
the claim that a beef ring exi^t*. 

"We shall wait until the investigation is 
concluded," said Mr. Martyn, "and then 
we will have something to say. The con- 
ditions existing in the market for cattle 
and dressed beef are strictly natural con- 
ditions, brought abont by the laws of 
supply and demand. There is absolutely 
nothing artificial in prices. The supply of 
cattle tnis spring' is 270,000 head short. 
There are no indications of an increase in 
the receipts until July, when cattle from 
the Northwestern ranges will begin to 
come in." 

r>r. .M-Ivin of the United States Bureau 
of Animal Industry at the Union Sfock- 
j-ards, who was ordered by Secretary Mor- 
ton to look into the charges made, said he 
had forwarded various figures and data to 
Washington, which, he admitted, practi- 
cally completed his repr.rt. Inspector 
Dubce has been at the yard several days 
pursuing an investiiration on his own ac- 
count. Dr. Mclvin. say Mr. Duliee, is 
making simply a ref.'i'.lar examiua:ii n. 
The packers, however, of wiiom Mr. Dubee 
has asked ntimerons questions, believe he 
is gathering information on the subject of 
a possible beef combine. 

The representative of a heavy packing 
interest said the aeitation against the 
packers in the East has resulted in a sharp 
falling oS in shipments of meat to the 
seaboard cities. Many people have either 
quit buying beef or have greatly restricted 
their purchases. Popular feeling is un- 
doubtedly excited. The action of the Leg- 
islatures of numerous States in enactine 
laws that practically prohibit the sale of 
butterine is an element in the present situ- 
ation. It is said by packers that a closed 
market for butterine makes a difference of 
over $1 in the value of a steer. That is to 
say. parts of the carcass which were worked 
up into oleomargarine are now practically 
of no value.

Callfornlans Have Cried Out In Vain 
Asalnst the Indiscriminate 
Granta Made. 



WASHINGTON. D. C, AprU 26.-The 
work of protecting California miners 
against the rapacity of the Southern Paci- 
fic land-grabbing agents, begun by Repre- 
sentative Caminetti, is being prosecuted 
earnestly by the California Miners' Asso- 
ciation. They have a regular agent in 
AVashington for the purpose of looking 
after the interests of the miners of the 
State, and now he is re-enforced by the 
arrival of William C. Balston of San Fran- 
cisco. 

It is alleged by the regular representa- 
tive of miners in this city that it is next to 
impossible for him po receive, any satisfac- 
tion at the Interior Department when he 
goes there to protest against the granting 
of mineral lands to railroads, and he 
charges, furthermore, that the railroad's 
land attoriu^ys here are allu-.vid unusual 
privileges. Hy an order promul>;ated by 
Secretary II ik^- Smith, railroad land 
agents in the West are constituted judges 
of the character of the land selected 
j (whether mineral or non-mineral), their 
afhdavits being sufficient. 

In vain have California miners protested 
against this unfair procedure. Represent- 
tive Hartman of Montana succeeded in 
having a bill passed through Concress 
suspending patents to railroads in his State 
until the lands had been classified. Rep- 
resentative Caminetti tried to have the 
same law made applicable to raiifornia, 
t' .: Nrvada and Orffjou SiMiators lii-- 
fi-ai- d purpose. He was only success- 
ful in securing a resolution reipiesting the 
Secretary of the Interior to suspend the 
issuance of patents until March 4. 

After the adjournment of Congress he 
remained in Washington for several weeks, 
in an attempt to get Secretary Smith to 
suspend them untU the lanas were classi- 
fied. It was understood that this would be 
done, but it seems the miners are yet dis- 
satisfied, so Mr. Ralston, secretary of the 
Miners' Association, is here to look after 
matters. 

He had rather an interesting and breezy 
interview with the Commissioner of the 
(leneral Land Otiice yesterday, and as a 
[ preiiniinary to further action on the ]iart 
j of the miners he entered a formal protest 
I against the issuance of these patents until 
the Land Commission can be appointed to 
properly classify these lands. If the de- 
partment decides that it has no power to 
appoint such a commission. Mr. Balaton 
Will ask that patents be suspended until 
Congress can create one.

Potter went there a week ago and hunted 
her up. They talked of matrimony, and 
after a few theater vidts and moonlight 
buggy rides the wedding was set for Sun- 
day next. 

In one respect Mr. r..tter was *harp. 
He made no atti inpt i" -windle the Post- 
master at .Jackson . but hi' ilid soniolhing 
fully as foolish. He wrt.i to the po^'toflicc 
boldly and inquired about the woman he 
wastomarry. Secret Service ,\gent Chris- 
tian at once got a tip thata man clo.sely re- 
sembling the much-wanted ••Deputy Post- 
master from Denver" was in Jackson, and 
he went there. His first visit was to Mrs. 
ChampUn, and from what she said he 
satisfied himself the man was Potter. The 
latter had taken a short trip out of town 
and was not expected to return until yes- 
terday. When tlie train arrived Christian 
was at the <iepi it with 'he Chief of rolice, 
and as I'otter stepped off the car he was 
arrested. At fir«t he made a great kick, 
but finally admitted his identity and made 
no further trouble.

Cubans Seek Better Tariff Laws From the 
Sjittriish tiorernment. 

WASlIlNtiTON, n. C, April 26.-Con- 
sul-(ieiieral Williams, at Havana, Cuba, 
under date of .\pril 17, sends to the I)e- 
t):irtiiieiit of State the translation of a telc- 
gniin sent by .a committee of the repre- 
sentative sucar manufacturers, distillers 
and merchants of Malanzas to the resident 
Spanish Minister at Madrid, petitioning 
for the removal of the tariff obstacles to the 
entrance of Cuban products <nto the ports 
of the mother country. He inclosed a 
reply received from the Minister saying to 
the committee that the petitions can be 
granted only through legislative action, 
and that it was impossible to say when the 
Spanish department will he able to delib- 
erate on the matter. 

The petition asks free entrance for sugars 
and rum and free entrance and protection 
for molasses and t'diaeci>; also for a law 
permitting the estalili^liinent of banKs 
with 0 per cent ta.x on profits for a term of 
ten years, so as to attract capital. It also 
asks for the immediate promulgation of 
the law of agricultural edict now before 
Parliament, for a reduction of the import 
duty on articles of prime necessity and 
machinery so as to cheapen production 
and then adds: 

"The economic situation of the island is 
desperate. Such a terrible economic crisis 
iias never l)efore been felt. Governments 
of countries protect their stigar the same as 
Spain protects its home industry, and as 
Spaniards we ask protection for Cuba. 
Our producers clamor for preferential con- 
sideration. The situation asked is indis- 
pensable to save the island from imminent 
ruin."

OMAHA, Nr.BTt., April 26.— A speci.il to 
the Bee from Lincoln says: The f'ederal 
court has refused to grant the injunction 
requested by the novernnient to restrain 
the Flournoy Land Comiiany from issuing 
more leases on the Winnebago Reservation 
to settlers. This complicates the trouble. 
Captain Beck now declares that he will at 
once eject all the settlers now on the res- 
ervation. 

The decision was rendered by Judges 

Dundy and Kiner, sittinc together. 

Several months ago an order was issued 
restraininc the land com]iany from making 
any more leases. This injunction was con- 
tinued until such time as the case could be 
heard on its merits. It is said to night 
that the ruling of the Fe.leral court will 
not deter Agent Beck frtm' proceeding with 
the eviction of the tenants who claim their 
farms under the disputed leases. 

Beck said to-night that he would at once 
evict all settlers. A conflictof authority is 
possible. In 1880 speculators began op- 
erating in these lands under illegal leases 
and have continued to do so ever since. 
The Flournoy Company leased 57,000 acres 
of land and sublet a large portion. It se- 
cured the land from the Indians for about 
'20 cents an acre and sublet it from them 
for $1 .')U to i2. All these original leases 
from the Indians were clearly illegal and 
for years Indian agents have attempted to 
break up this system. 

In the live injunction cases being 
brought the same questions were raised. 
The attorneys for the Government asserted 
that the Government preferred to proceed 
by civil process instead of emploj^ng the 
military force at its command. All the 
Government wanted to do was to enforce 
collection of a fair lease and get rid of the 
speculators. The Indians were to lie per- 
mitted to lease the lands in accordance 
with the established rules of the depart- 
ment at Washinpton. 

The court's action to-day in refusing to 
order the laud company and i-ettlers to 
vacate its ilisputed lands makes the trouble 
more complicated than before.

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 26.— In 
wtplanation of the refosal of the adminis- 
tration to entertain Nicaragua's appeal for 
protection against Great Britain it is now 
learned that tbe United States is reserving 
Its energies so as to deal with the Venezue- 
lan question becomingly when the crisis, 
which cannot much longer be averted, is 
reached. The British I'roveniment has 
been given to understand that the United 
States does not take issue witli it as to tlie 
Tight to exact an indemnitv and reason- 
able reparation from Nicaragua, consider- 
ing tbe gravity of the oSense committed 
bj the Nicaraguan Oovemment in ex- 
pelling a_ British official and British sub- 
ject from Nicaragua in defiance of all 
lirineipIeB of faitemational law and comity. 

The fact that Americans expelled at the 
«ame time by the Nicaraguans were after- 
ward voluntarily permittee! to return to 
the country has not in any degree serve. 1 
to palliate tbe offense cotumUted against 
Great Britain and against civilization, in 
the ej-es of our State Department. In 
consenting to the execution of the British 
programme in Nicaragua, however, the 
StateOepartment was very careful to give 
foil notice that it would not permit the 
British to annex a foot of Nicaraguan soil 
nor to interfere with the tepnblican form 
dI gOTcmment there. It .was fully in- 
tended that the notice should be taken as 
an exposition of tne position of our 
Government in the matter and it is as- 
serted that the fear expressed by the 
Latin-American diplomatists here that 
the landing of British troops at Corinto 
would be the forerunner of a forcible oc- 
cupation by the British of the territory 
in dispute between Great Britain and 
Venezuela is without foimdation. 

Embassador Bayard at London is well 
acquainted with the views of the President 
in this matter, and it may be stated posi- 
tively that he will not tolerate the occupa- 
tion of the territory to the westward of tbe 
famous Schomberg line by Great Britain. 

Secretary Gresham, there is reason to 
believe, has caused Mr. Bayard to be in- 
formed of the position that will be assumed 
by the United States, n^im»!y : That it 
cannot permit the extension of the British 
claims to the territory west of the Sciiom- 
berg line and the occupation of that terri- 
tory at least in adv.-!r!ce of arbitration.

LONDON, Eng., April 2(1.— Direct and 
positive information from official sources 
is at hand concerning the exact negoti- 
ations between Russia, France and Ger- 
many on one band and Japan on the other. 
The French, Russian and German Hin- 
isters separately interviewed the Japanese 
Vice-Minister for Foreign Affairs, ander 
instructions from their respective Govern- 
ments, and presented memoranda in 
which it was stated that the Governments 
of Russia, France and Germany, upon ex- 
amining the terms of peace imposed by 
Japan upon China, h.ive found th.it the 
possession of the peninsula of Liao Tong. 
claimed by .lapan, would Ije a CMnsl;inl 
menace to the capital of China, and at the 
same time wotild threaten the independ- 
ence of Korea and render it non-effectual 
infacb 

In this sense and for other reasons it 

would be, it was stated, a constant menace 
to the permanant peace of the far East. 
Consequently the Governments of France, 
Russia and Germany, desiring to show 
their sincere friendship for the Govern- 
ment of Japan, advi.se it to renounce the 
absolute and final possession of the penin- 
sula of Liao Tong. The memoranda of 
the three Governments make it plain that 
they were presented in the way of friendly 
advice to the Japanese Oovemment and 
are not intended in any way to convey 
any open or covert menace. 

The impression is gaining ground that 
Japan can rely upon the friendly counsel 
of the United States at thw present 
moment. The Governments of Great 
Britain and Italy have made it plain that 
they do not intend to follow the ex.imule 
of Russia, France and Germany, and the 
preat commercial interests of the United 
.^tiites in the far F.ast, which the Japanese- 
Chinese treiity of i.cace would largely 
benefit, no less than the constant attitude 
of the United States toward Japan, lead 
diplomats to believe the United States at 
this juncture will not fail to make use of 
its good offices in such a manner as will 
prevent Japan from being deprived of the 
fruits of her victory. 

The treaty of peace has already been 
ratified by the Emperor of Japan, and it 
would be extremely difiicult to make any 
change. The only effect of Russia's,France'3 
and Germany's attitude must be to en- 
courage the party in China wliich is op- 
po-^ed to any moderate and reasonable 
settlement, and thus to prolong the war 
indefinitely. 

It may be stated in the most positive 
terms that the reports thus tarciKulated 
regarding Japan's reply to the powers are 
not correct. The reply had not been sent 
as late as the evenint; of tbe 26tb, and 
from intimations received from the high- 
est and most reliable sources here it may 
be stated that the reply, while moderate 
ami conciliatory iu tone, will not contain 
any recession from what Japan regards as 
rightfully her due. 

A Peking dispatch to the London Times 
says John W. Foster, the American ad- 
visor of the Chinese peace envoys, and the 
secretary of Li Hung Chang, have arrived 
there, and the treaty of peace iwtween 
China and Japan is now before the Em- 
peror and Ministers. The Chinese Foreign 
Office yesterday consulted with the differ- 
ent foreign legations. Many censors pre- 
sented memorials against tbe treaty. 

Prince Kuim, president of the Foreijm 
0!!)(e and tlie counsel of the Ministers, 
has obtained seven days' more sick leave, 
utlur ollicials hesitate to recommend a 
ratification of the treatv. Viceroy Li Hung 
Chan? will proba :-n <''„,;.roo if the 
ratifications are eietuied there as pro- 
posed. 

SHANGHAI, CHiifA, April 28.— A dis-

"Russia has requested the Chinese Govern- 
ment to delay for a few days the ratifica- 
tion of the peace convention entered into 
by the Chinese and Japanese plenipoten- 
tiaries at Shimonoseki. I believe that 
Japan was surprised by the protests made 
by Russia, France and Germany against 
the permanent annexation by Japan of 
territory on the Chinese mainland. The 
disi>atoh of the latest Japaitese expedition 
to Port Arthur was ordered for the pttr- 
pose of allaying the discontent that exists 
in that portlen of the army, which has not 
shared in the honors of the campaign, and 
also to force the Peking Oorerament to 
ratify the peace treaty." 

A Peking dispatch to the Times says 
that it is the cession of Southern Man- 
churia, as provided for in the treaty of 
peac?, that is chiefly opposed in the Chi- 
nese capital. The aL'reement to this end 
made by Li Hung Chang gricve.s the Em- 
peror because tbe province of Manclii.ria 
is in the ancestral portion of the empire. 
There is less opposition regarding the ces- 
sion of the island of Formosa, which is a 
new province. The other arUeles of the 
treaty are regarded as bearable. Several 
Governors and some of the generals op- 
posed submission to the paoUe proclama- 
tion that has been made.

The Friday-evening services, which arc 
held at the Hebrew places of worship dur- 
ing the winter season, w ere brought to a 
clo.se last evening. The temples, Emanu-El 
and Sherith Israel, were crowded with 
large and appreciative audiences, and the 
choirs In each rendered specially fine pro- 
grammes of classical music. 

Dr. Jacob yoorssnger's announced sub- 
ject, "Why Am I a Reform Jew?" 
brouffht numbers of orthodox Hebrews to 
the Temple Emsnu-El, who were anxious 
to learn the reverend gentleman's reasons 
for the religious views which he holds. 
Those among them who anticipated forci- 
ble expressions of opinion were not disap- 
pointed. To jiaraphrase the Shakespearean 
lifie, the rabbi came to bury the orthodox 
Jew— certainly not to praise liim. 

By way of introduction Dr. Voorsanger 
said that there seemed to be qnitea yariety 
of opinions as to what Reform Jadaism 
really was. He proposed to give what 
Methodists would term "a testimony." 
He asked the pardon of bis audience it his 
remarks partook somewhat of the nature 
of a personal expression of views. 

■1 ir-t and foremost," continued the 
riiiihi. I am a Jew. The interpretation 
which any one may put upon the word 
concerns iiie not. l am not a Jew because 
my father was one. I am a Hebrew be- 
cause the sacrifice made by the heroes of 
our faith have accrued to my benefit and 
because I have ascertained to mv own sat- 
isfuction that I firmly believe in the reli- 
gion 1 profess, and will continue to do so 
to my dying day. I hold to the doctrine 
of Israel, but I reserve to myself the right 
to interpret that doctrine as I please." 

C'ontiiining, Dr. Voorsanger touched 
npon the question of the evening, "Why 
Am I a Reform JewT" He said: 

"I am a Reform Jew because for many 
years past I have felt the necessity of 
creeping a little closer to my fellow-iuaii, 
no matter what be believes. I think that 
tbe world is doing itself a mortal injury in 
confounding principle with interpretation. 
I believe that the dividing lines should be 
removed l)etween church and church and 
sect and sect. I believe that there is in the 
fntnre some ideal scheme upon which the 
world will unite. If I am wrong then all 
the prophets of Israel and he who was 
c.illed .le-us of Nazareth were men vUon- 
aries and dreatncrs. 

"I firmly hold that there must be in the 
future a plan of nniversal, not sectarian 
salvation. The time must come when the 
war cries of the churches will be for^'otten 
by tbe human race. I have no exclusive 
message from God that my neighbor can- 
not share. I know of no humanitarian 
enterprise which 1 desire to carry on with- 
out Ins assist.'dice. 

"The second reason why 1 am a reform 
Jew is because I believe in the progression 
of religion. I do not believe in the religion 
of 3000 years asjo. Nor do you. My 
orthodox brother ^ays he does, but he 
doesn't. The Israelite of old held his God 
in a terror which 1 do not. My reli::ion 
has become a nobler and greater reli(;ion 
that stands above all limite*! e.\pres:,ions 
of worship. 1 reject absolutely forms tfiat 
have been conceived and established in 
Babylonia, in Palestine, in Italy, in Spain, 
in Kgvpt. 

"For my third reason, I say, because I 
am an American citixen I do not cling to 
any country but this. I have no hope for 
any future "except for that which 1 have 
here and do not hold with my orthodox 
brother in the idea of a restoration to 
Palestine. I find that my reformed reli- 
gion possesses principles that prevail all 
over tills land. 

"I want my religion and political opin- 
ions to be alike progressive and liberal, in- 
tended to do the greatest good to the great- 
est number. I believe tbat this Western 
land has been a greater refuge to Israel 
ih;iii I lie lif.le haul by the Mediterranean. 
I tx;lieve that there is the possibility of our 
shining forth as patriots as well as Jews 
who are firm In the faith of our fathers." 

Here Dr. Voorsanger paused .i moment. 
He eyed his audience antl resumed in a 
very " delit)crate manner: "In the next 
place, I am a reform Jew because twenty 
years of experience have convinced me of 
"the dishonesty of American orthodoxy. 
There slionid be consistency in every form 
of faith. There is a respect and reverence 
to be yielded to every religion, pro- 
vided it is honest. I can respect a 
f'atholic ir that Catholic be honest. 
1 can admire a Protestant if he 
be sincere. I class all religions in the same 
category. For that reason I could, even 
though I am an American, reconcile my- 
self to orthmloxy, if it were as honest in 
this country as abroad ; but I say there is 
no honesty in a form which stumbles 
over petty rites and transgresses the prin- 
cipal commandments ot the faith. "There 
are men who are terrified because 
you bare your head, and who with the 
greatest ei|uanimity violate the iSabbath. 
There are i*ople who are horrified because 
you widen the dietary laws, yet they do 
not abstain from work on the holiest 
day of the 'year. They are dis- 
honest and inconsistent, because ortho- 
dox Judaism, as I understand it, 
must be for one thing or another; it must 
stand U]>on talniudical or rabbinical 
ground or not at all. If it is not that, then 
it becomes the inconsistency denounced 
by Dr. Kinhom as a skeleton which robes 
itself in a gorgeoiu dress to delude the 
public." 

Dr. Voorsan^jer concluded by a few ap- 
propriate remarks concerniiig his de- 
parture for Europe, and hoped to return to 
his flock in time for the next session of 
the Friday-evening services. 

The Taylor-street synagogue held the 
concluding service of tne season last night. 
Special musio was rendered by the choir 
under the direction of Mrs. H. J. Stewart. 

Dr. Nieto discussed the question, "Why 
am I u Jew?" and in the course of his re- 
marks he said: "The question presents 
itself to my mind rather as why 1 remain 
a Jew than why am la Jew? For in regard 
to the latter, to be hrank, I must say that 
the primary reason for m/ adhesion to the 
doctrines of the Hebrew faith is the acci- 
dent of birth. Added to this are also en- 
vironment and educatioi:. Rut putting 
aside so far as it ia in the power ot man to 
do all bias and preludioe, my review ot all 
to me known religious systems reveals the 
superiority of Judaism over the others. 

"First, because Judaism does not rej^ard 
itself as the only means of spiritual or 
moral salvation, but admits that the pioos 
of all denominations, or those who act as 
they profess, merit and attain salvation. 
A reservation is made, however, in the 
case of those wlu) do not acknowledge and 
worship Ood. But here even the extreme 
breadth and liberality which marks Juda- 
ism makes itself felt, for the moral acta, 
and not the profession of faith, is the stand- 
ard by which man Is to be judged, so tfiat 
even the untutored savage, worshiping 
his wooden representation of the Deity, 
is a candidate for salvation. 
Second. Judaism preaches toleration to 
all. Third, it is a rational scientlhc and 
logical religion based on tbe natual rather 
than upon the supernatnral, not demand- 
inf; a blind belief or any belief in the 
miraculous or unnatural, but ever striving 
to inculcate the highest moral and ethical 

Srinciples based upon the conception of a 
od who is holiness. Fourth, Judaism 
exerts all its powers to teach people 
how to live rather than to invite 
them to die as a panacea for all their 
troubles and ailments and a means for 



evening up and balancing all present de- 
ficiencies. Judaism teaches the duty of 
man to hibi.ir so that he may alter that 
which to him seems wrong, and to case 
himself of suffering in this world instead 
of enjoying suffering and privation here 
to be endured as a passport to enjoyment 
in inverse ratio to be attained in a future 
sUte."

One of the first structures they put up 
was for themselves on Jackson street.whcre 
en^;iiie-liouse 12 was subbei|uetitly en cted. 
One of the tirst orders they rert ived was 
to jiut up the "Pliil.olelphia Auction- 
house" for lierry Middleton, which all 
old-timers will remember. 

After remaining here a year he returned 
to Philadelphia. In 1854 he was sent by 
the Government to take charge of the me- 
chanical department of the navy-yard at 
Mare Island, which was being established 
therewith Admiral Farragut in command. 

In 1865 deceased left the employ of the 
Government and w ia ii;' ■ tlie lumber 
business for liiniseli :i; \'.i.l' ].i. In 
in connection with some of the large mill- 
owners, he organized the Puget Sound 
Lumber Company, which developed one of 
the larirot lumber corinT.'Uicns on the 
coast, Iniving brani li Yards all through the 
Sacramento and San Juauiiin valleys. 

While a resident ot Vallejo he filled tbe 
position of Mayor for several terms as well 
as other positions of trust. 

For the last eight years he resided in 
Oakland or Sun Francisco. Ue was a 
member of tbe Society ot California 
Pioneers and California Commandery, 
Knights Templar. 

The deceased was a man of strikingly 
fine personal appearance and courteous 
manners, and had hosts of friends all over 
the coast. 

He leaves a wife and four children, one 
son, J. 11. Powell of Alameda, and four 
daughters, one of whom is the wife of 
Prank A. Leach Of the Oakland Enquirer. 
The others are the Misses Florence, Eva 
and Blanche Powell. 

The funeral is set for to-morrow after- 
noon, under the anspices ot California 
Commandery, Knights Templar, at the 
Masonic Temple.

John Murphy, formerly a resident of San 
Jose, was found dead in bed at 214 Kills street 
yesterday aflecuuon. An iui|uest will be held 
to determine whether deatn was caused by 
accident or suicide.

Passage-at-Arms Between the 
Auditor and the City 
Attorney. 



A flVXT TO BB AFPBALED. 



Although the Money Involved, 
97000, Has Already Etoen Paid 
to the Claimant. 



Quite an interesting little passage at 
arms took place yesterday afternoon be- 
tween City and County Attorney Creswell 
and Auditor Brodcrick over the heads of 
the Finance Committee of the Hoard of Su- 
pervisors. 

A few days ago the City and County At- 
torney sent a commimication to the Super- 
visors asking that he be instructed to ap- 
peal tbe case ot John A. Townley vs. Brod- 
erick, as Auditor of the City and County 
of Ban Francisco, which was decided in the 
lower court for the plaintiff. Creswell, as 
City and County Attorney, represented the 
defendant. 

Tke suit was brought to compel Brod- 
erick to audit a demand of Contractor 
To\vnlf:y in the sura of $7000, which he had 
r' f',,-'d to do under the advise of Mayor 
liilert and others on the ground that the 
then Supervisor P. F. Dtmdon was a mem- 
ber of the firm of Townley A Co., and as 
inch it was nnlawfol for him to take the 
contract. 

After the judgment had been rendered 
the usual mandate of the court was served 
upon the Auditor, and be signed tbe war- 
rant and tbe money was paid to the firm. 

Now comes the City and County Attor- 
ney, as stated, asking for instructions to 
appeal the suit, saying he is confident ot 
overturning the judgment of the lower 
court, as to him it appeared the law is 
clear that no member of the I'.oard of 
Supervisors can take a contract from the 
city. 

The communication was submitted over 
a week ago, Mr. Broderick wu>: notified 
and he expressed a desire to meet Mr. 
Creswell and ask him what he meant by 
it. So tbe two were present at the Finance 
Committee meeting yesterday afternoon 
antt from a very mild inf)uiry from Mr. 
Broderick and an equally mild reply ex- 
plaining the situation much as he did in 
bis communication both became angry. 

"This money has been paid." said Brod- 
erick, "and I don't see the jmrpose of ap- 
pealing from a judgment that has alreaily 
been fulfilled, it presents the attitude 
now of one branch of the City govern- 
ment assailing another, and the only point 
in tbat tbat I can see is to cast a reflection 
upon the other. It looks as though it was 
an attack on me." 

"With me it is simply a matter of per- 
forming the duties of my office. I am'ex- 
rected to win the suits in which the city is 
ifivnlved when I i-iin," said t reswell, "and 
1 think tliat 1 can in this instance." 

"But it is too late. The money has been 
paid in accordance with the judgment of 
the court. It was genci^Uy understood at 
the tiim- that the judgment of the Superior 
Court would decide the matter." 

"It was not so untlerstood by me," said 
Creswell. "I sent my clerk to give you 
notice that I intended to appeal." 

"I never received any such notice. Your 
clerk came to me to ask if X wanted to .Tt)- 
peal, and I told him no, I had had enough 
of it. I did not see the use of holding off 
the payment of this money that had been 
earned and was due these people. So I 
signed tbe w^arrant. 

"But I can't .see what authority yon bad 
to do so when I gaveyou notice of my in- 
tention to appeal. It must be an odd state 
of affairs if we are to stop litigation be- 
cause we lose the first skirmish and 
only half onr resources are exhausted. I 
shall have to insist on mnnlng tbe law- 
department myself so long as I am City 
and County Attorsey. 

"But I had no notice of your intention." 

"My el< rk reported that he informed 
voti and 1 b.dicve him implicitly." 

"This looks tome like an attack npon 
me and I don't like it," reiterated Brod- 
erick. "There is an easier and more direct 
way to do this. I am responsible with my 
bondsmen." 

Chairman 'Taylor remarked that he 
thought the question was much broader 
than that covering the question involved 
in the suit as to the rijrht of Supervisors to 
award themselves contracts ;is well as the 

Srovince of the law department to coa- 
uct the cases in court. 
Broderick, in disgust, safd henevercould 
gain a case through the law department. 

At this Creswell became thoroughly 
aroused and declared tbat the solitary case 
that he had lost was tbroagh his (Brod- 
erick's) interference. 

".Vnd yoa thrust this case on me In the 
first place," said Broderick, "and it was 
lost." 

"I did not, sir," said OresweD, lamping 
to his feet. "You sent it to me. It would 
be a physical and legal impossibility for 
me to bring the suit otherwise. 
And now 1 wish to say," he con- 
tinued, turning to tbe committee, "that 
In anv future case involving the Auditor 
I will not appear for him on behalf of 
the city unless I am to c<uiduct the case 
ray own way. If he is to dictate how it is 
to be managed, at what stage it is to i>e 
relinquished, and so on, it is taking up the 
time of my office uselessly." 

It was decided to lay the matter before 
tbe hoard at its next meeting, and Mr. 
Brodwiek bowed himself oat.

"What officers came m the police .station 
at the time Durrant asked to stay all 
night?"

"How do you know that was on the 25th 
of Kebruary ?" 

"Because an engine oil the narrow-gauge 
broke down on that night." 

"Did Ollicers Chano and Delaney speak 
with Durrant at that time?" 

"Oh, I suppose so. I think it natural 
they should.' 

"Vou haven't thought about what you 
were going to testify to or refreshed your 
memory by consvilting the records in the 
police station since this hearing was set?" 

"No, sir." 

After some further questioning witness 
was dismi^d, and Dr. J. 8. Barrett was 

called. 

Prosecuting Attorney Wakeman sug- 
gested that as the testimony of the next 
witness would be of a delicate nature it 
would be well for the ladies to leave the 

courtroom. 

J udge Conlan took the same view of the 
matter, and a general hegira of the femi- 
nine portion of the spectators followed. 

Dr. Barrett took the staud and sat ner- 
vously stroking thi? ib>wn on his adoles- 
cent "upper lip, evidently nursing a vain 
regret that the gaudily attired female con- 
tingent had seen fit to leave the courtroom 
while waiting for the lawyers to have their 
traditional iiing at the .£sculapian dis- 
ciple. 

But the lawyers only consulted. As the 

medical witness sat nervously and ex- 
pectantly in his seat he might have been

He was dressed with the e.tquisite grace 
and neatness of a dancing master and his 
hair, if laid tinder surgeon's silk plaster, 
could not I'C smoother or more ftlossy. llis 
eye and lips smiled sweetly on coiinseland 
court, and it was a hitter di.saiipointment 
to him when the smooth voice of Deuprey 
was raised in preferring a request to the 
court that an adjournment be taken until 
Tuesday morning of next week. M r. Deu- 
prey thought it would be im|iossible to 
finish with the vouul' medico before ad- 
journmi'nt or niidni.'iit, and the court, 
glancing ut the witness-stand, thought so, 
too, and an adioummeiu was ordered. 

The police have not relaxed their vigi- 
lance and wariness as to female visitors to 
the City Prison, who desire to fee Durrant 
and afterward testify in liis behalf. 
Though Mrs. Williamson was the only one 
who gained access to the courtroom, there 
have ueeii several others who desired to 
inform the court that ilie accused was the 
wrong man. Four of them were at the 
prison yesterday and day before, two of 
them claiming to be the vicegerents of 
Jesus Christ wanted to bear witness to the 
prisoner's innocence, tine of them said 
slie knew by the glance of his mild eye 
that he was as guiltless as the babe un- 
born, and still another thought the size 
and shape of his neck precli led all possi- 
bility of his beiiij; capable of even enter- 
taining such indescribable and incompre- 
hensible motives toward any human being, 
man or woman. 

'The arrest of Durrant .seems to have 
brought to the surface all the spiritualistic 
cranks in the eonimunity, and some new 
advocate of his innocence appears on the 
scene daily. >lost of them never had an 
acquaintance with i he prisoner and mendy 
juii;;e him by means of some e.-oteric or 
hypno-i'syciiic sy.slem of their own. 

It is expected all the tesiiiiiony for the 
prosecution will be in Tuesday, and from 
what the defense has allowed to be inferred, 
but little time will be consumed by that 
side before tne case is submitted to the 
court. 

Accordingly a decision may be expected 
from the court next Wednesday. 

UT BAD TEMFES. 

Sarrsnt Becomes Tery Iniolsat to the Ser- 
geant in Charge of tie Prison. 

Durrant is chalinj,' under . onstant con- 
finement and has given several e.xhibitions 
of an ngly temper. Last evcnini; he was 
as autocratic as a Czar, and gave orders to 
Sergeant Shields as if he were not a pris- 
oner charged with mtirder. 

Durrant's mother called on liim early in 
the evening and was with htm for some 
hours. When his mother arrived Durrant 
asked that his cell be cleaned and a water- 
bucket DC removed. Sergeant Shields or- 
dered a "trusty" to .see that Durrant's de- 
sires were carried out. Durrant then said, 
in a most haughty tone: "I want you to 
see that you keep this place clean. It is 
what you are paid money for, and you will 
have to attend to your duty better in the 
future." 

This caused some lively words between 
the sergeant of pfilice and the arrogant 
alI"u'Ml murderer, and Durrant flew into a 
pa^-ion wiiichtook Iiis iii»>l b"r some time 
to overcome. It was not exactly the action 
of an insane man, so the outbreak on Dur- 
rant's part was attributed more to his ugly 
temper than to an att empt to jirepare the 
way for an insanity dodj;e. In the future, 
however, Durrant will not be u-ranted 
s|>ecial privileges, and he will be treated 
just like an ordinary jirisoner. He was 
never any too popular and his outbreak on 
i'^ergeant Shields, who is a mo-,t accom- 
modating officer, has done him no good.

A number of vessels are lying at anchor 
off Meiggs wharf waiting for crews, the 
owners of which have declarei! their inten- 
tion of keeping them ticre all summer 
until they arc tilled with non-union men. 
The bark General Faircliild got to sea yes- 
terday with a crew of non-union men. 
'The crmv wa-^ furnished by .lolm Cane, the 
new assistant shipping master of the Shiii- 
owners' Association. Cane got the men 
together on Thursday afternoon and kept 
them hidden until the early hours of yes- 
terday morning, wken he slipped them 
aboani while the vessel was out in the 
stream. 

About noon yesterday word was received 
at the office of the Sailors' Union that two 
men had been shanghaied and were heing 
kei't on th" l''aircliild aj^ainst their wilf 
Secretary Kunisetli inimediately went to 
the harlior police and reported the occur- 
rence. 

Sergeant Mahoney was on duty at the 
time, and he advised the secretary to co to 
Meiggs wharf and report the liia'ter to 
Sergeant Bunner. Kuruseth started for 
the wharf and the ser^jeant telephoned to 
the pidice station, lie received an answer 
to the effect that oilieer Ferguson had 
boarded the Kairchild and mustered tlie 
crew, and that all of the men had declared 
themselves satisfied with their berths. 
Before Secretary Furnseth reached Meiggs 
wharf the Fairchild had gone to sea. 

Among the vessels lying off Meiggs 
wharf is the bark Areturus, Her destiini- 
tion is Birds Inlet, where she is to take on 
a cargo of lumber for .Santa Rosalia. 'The 
schooner Azelea is waiting for a crew to 
take her to Grays Harbor, and the si hooner 
General Banning will load for Seattle as 
soon as she can get a crew to man her. 

.Uiiong the vessels lyin;;' in otherparts 
of the stream are the schooner Orient and 
the barks Sonoma and Chehalis. The 
Orient is destined for Grays Harbor. The 
Sonoma is bound for the Sound, from 
where she will proceed to Unalaska, and 
the Chehalis has a cargo on board for 
Siberia. The Chehalis has all her crew in 
but two men. 

li was rumored yesterdav that Mr. 
■Migliell, who recently threw all his vessels 
into the Ship-owners' As.sociation, would 
remove several of his vessels from the 
coast. It is tmderstood that the ship 
Elwelllias been chartered to go to Atu- 
ta^H^ - • 




without intending to furnish purchasers 
with the goods after they were paid for. 
They would sell a $100 bond for $30 in 
order to get business, for the reason that 
every dollar they received in this way was 
clear gain. I have received numerous let- 
ters from their victims in the country, and 
my office at times has been besieged by peo- 
ple from this city, who have been vic- 
timized by them.

'This is the oilice 
of Bishop & Co., the well-known bankers 
and briikers. Some years ago Hirscli had 
his mail tent to that address, and since 
that time he has claimed it as his head- 
quarters in Gotham. 

Mr. Qnillinan is beginning to realize that 
he has a task on his hands in accepting the 
aL'ency for Hirsch >t Waschmaiiii. Many 
per.oons have already culled upon him for 
hews concerning those centiemen, but the 
only result of the interviews was a warm 
disiday of feeling on the part of the visi- 
tors, who declared that they liad been 
robbed. It is quite likely that tliese will 
pool their issues shortly, with a view of 
devising ways and means for the recovery 
of their hard-earned money.

In settling up their affairs here Hircsh 
and Waschman employed K. .T. Quillinan 
as their agent in the collection of various 
payments still due on contracts for bonds. 
This gentleman was seen yesterday and 
took occasion to deny that Hirsch and 
Waschman had been engaged in shady 
biisiness transactions or that they had fled 
from the City. 

"The oHice of Hirsch <Ss Waschmann," 
said he, "will hereafter be at 667 Broadway, 
New York. It will be in charge of Mr. 
Mirrch, while Mr. Waschmann will estab- 
lish a branch at St. Paul. I have their 
power of attorney to receipt for collections 
still due and act as their agent in this cit.v. 
I must admit they left no boiifls witli me. 
All persons who are entitled to them will 
receive them from New York on the ex- 
piration of their installment period." 

Mr. Qnillinan could not give any definite 
information concerning the movements of 
the absent brokers, but it was his opinion 
that they would return in several months. 
He was not aware that Mr. Hirsch had on i 
Wednesday evening made appointments i 
with several of his customers to meet them ; 
at noon on the following day, when at that 
moment he knew that he would leave by 
the early morning train. Neither did Mr. 
Quillinan know that Ixith Hirsch and 
'n'aschmann had announced to their 
friends that they did not exjiect to leave 
the city before May 1. 

A peculiar circumstance in connection 
with the closing of the doors of the lloyal 
.Security Exchange was the fact that Mr. 
Hir.sch had a number of circulars printed 
ann(Uincing the approaching departure for 
the puriiose "of establishing branch offices 
in Kastern cities." Although these circu- 
lars were printed three weeks ago, he gave 
them in charge of a boy with instructions 
to mail them on April 26. They were 
mailed yesterday, thirtv-six hours after the 
departu'rc of the memoers of the firm for 
New York. 

Morris Hirsch, the senior member of the 
firm, has been engaged in the bond brok- 
erage business here for two years. He was 
formerly agent for a notorious bond- 
swindler in New York, and while in his 
employment gained an intimate knowledge 
of the business, which he put to practical 
use here. Althoujzh he arrive^l here almost 
penniless, it is said t hat he cleared up not 
less than $12,00>J in the two years he was 
working the field. 

The business of the Royal Security Ex- 
chanite was to sell foreign bonds, ranging 
in value from to ^180, on monthly pay- 
ments. The time limit on the purchase of 
these bonds was twenty -six months. They 
included the Royal Italian Red Cross bond 
of l"*^.'), Hungarian Jo Szio of 1888, Holland 
White Cross of 18SS, Koyal Servian Gov- 
ernment of 1888. These bonds are legiti- 
mate and are good security to investors, 
lirovided the purchaser on the in.stallment 
plan receives them at the e^])iration of the 
twenty-si\ months. II undreds of persons 
have been paying from $1 to $10 monthly 
for these bonds to Hirsch .k Waschmann, 
but as they have not the genuine bonds to 
deliver, it follows that all who have paid 
them money in the past will be minus both 
tbeir money and bonds. 

The firm has been the subject of fre- 
quent complaint to the police, outtheevi- 
rjeiico against it was of such u character 
thai no conviction could be secured. The}' 
were arrested eight months aijo on com- 
plaint of Miss li. Moore of J^2S5 Sacramento 
street, who charged them witli obtaining 
money by false pretenses. Miss Moore 
tesiiii'ed that she was induced by Mr. 
Hirsch to exchange a foreign bond of flOO, 
which had been in her possession five 
years, for a cert ificate of $:<(Xi. Subsequently 
she found that the Royal Security Ex- 
change certificate was valueless, and she 
demanded the return of her bond. The 
failure of Mr, Hirsch to comply with the 
request led to his arrest. 

o con viction could be secured in the 
Police Court, and Miss MoOre brought a 
civil action, which has been set for tnal on 
Tuesdav next. Miss Moore charges fraud 
in the coiiipbiint and prays the court that 
the defendants, Hirsch and Waschmann, 
be adjudged guilty thereof, and be incar- 
cerated in jail. 

Since the disclosures made in the trial of 
the .Moore ca^e the local business of the 
firm has suffered considerably. Agents 
were sent to the conntry, however, and for 
the past three months business was very 
livelv.

The summer has a drawback to the men 
of the pilot-house who handle the snokes 
and steer the good boat clear of all obsta- 
cles. It is the fogs, and those murky 
clouds which are manufactured outside the 
Golden Gate are now beginning to ma'Ke 
their annual visits to the harbor. The 
Oakland pilots have not so many diffi- 
culties to encounter as their brethren of 
the Sausalito line, though at times even 
tbey have been compelled to suspend 
traffic, so dense and dangerous was the 
foj:. Captain J. T, McKenzie, a veteran on 
the Marin County line, explains how the 
sliii> may be securely steered in the thickest 
sort of weather. The course differs several 
points with the boat. 

The San Rafael hauling out of her slip 
at Sausalito on a foggy morning will be 
laid, steering by the port compass, on a 
southeast course. Now eleven minutes are 
allowed the boat to make Arch Rock, keep- 
ini» that dangerous spot well on the port- 
hand side, and therefore passing it to the 
westward. Here the steamer's course is 
changed to east-southeast, which will keep 
her pointing to the end of the Lombard- 
stree wharf. When this is made, she is 
roiight to the southeast, and this course 
fetches her abreast of her slip. 

Returning in foEgy weather on a flood 
tide the course is northwest oy west, then 
from I/ombard street northwest by west 
half west, and passing Alcatraz well to the 
northward and eastward, then west by 
nnrth for five minutes, and lastly west, 
which will make the Sausalito slip. Dur- 
ing these trips two men are kept on tlie 
lookout forward, the bearing of shipping 
anchore<i in untisual places is taken, and 
the tides and currents closely calculated. 

The pilots are bitter in their comjilaints 
of that indifference oi the Government 
which permits two such dangerons points 
as Arch Rock and Shag Bock to remain in 
the harbor. The former has been the 
cause of numerous marine casualties. The 
ship Klying Dragon struck on .'Sn:ig Rock 
in a fog and sank. 'The steamer Oregon, 
with (iOO passengers on board, has scraped 
against it, and the schooner Orient ran up 
on it last year. Those Sausalito pilots are 
hard Worked, their watch being from t> 
A. ,M. to b r. M. every second day, and the 
tension in handling those boats when the 
safety of so many passengers is concerned 
is not eas,y on the nerves. 

The (lovernment vessels Oedney and 
Mc.Vrthur are now making a survey of the 
harbor, and their re|>ort will probably urge 
the removal of these rocks. Anita rock, oft 
the I'residio wharf, and Mile rock, outside 
the Gate, should oe included. Although 
Blossom Rock is buoyed, there are 27 feet 
of water at the lowest spring tide over the 
small pinnacle which was not destroyed in 
the blasting.

The theory that the treasury of this Uity 
and Connty would become exhausted in 
the course of so many days or weeks as a 
result of reckless drafts upon it for election 
and other expenses has given way to a con- 
dition. 

'The treasury is exhausted and trades- 
people refuse to honor the re(iuisitions of 
the Supervisors, Superintendent Weaver 
of the .\.lm>liouse says his cattle are 
bungry, and within a few days, unless re-, 
lief is given, the 900 inmates will be crying 
for bread. 

Fire Commissioner Bohen says there is 
no food for the horses of the department 
knd no coal for the engines, and none can 
be had until there is money to pay for it. 

The gravity of the situation was made 
known at a meeting of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Board of Supervisors yester- 
day afternoon, at which both the Mayor 
anil the City and County Attorney were 
present. 

Chairman Taylor announced that what 
they all knew would take place about this 
time had taken place. The contractors 
were refusing to deliver supplies with the 
knowledge that the treasury would be 
empty for some two months until the rev- 
enues from the new tax levy begin to 
come in; that it was absolutely necessary 
to devise some means for tiding over the 
interval; that he had conferred with the 
City and County .Vttorney and e.x-.Tndges 
McKinstry and Kbodcs with the hope of 
discovering some way out of the difiiculty 
through the law, but without making any 
headway. 

Under the law the claims of everj* fiscal 
year must be paid out of the fund.s of that 
year, and the only way of makiiiL' an extrii 
tax levy to meet a contingency such as 
this is to get the -anc'ii.n of the people b ■ 
a special election mi it is held. Tha 
takes time and is expensive, and some 
sanction of the law for other methods U 
desirable, and to that end it was hoped 
that some method of getting before tlio 
Sui renie (.'ourt in quest of a favor:il le de. 
l ision could be desired, .lust liow to i.'ei; 
there and what to do in case 1 hey did v a t 
not clear. In the meantime the situation 
is strained. 

Mayor Sutro said soinething must be 
done and at once. He presented the fol- 
lowing letter which he had received from 
Superintendent Weaver of the Almshouse, 
and who was present at the meeting:

Fire Commissioner Bohen, who was 
present, stated that the Fire Department 
horses were in need of feed, coal was run- 
ning short, and the contractors had re- 
fused to supply anv more. 

"We must provide for these things," said 
the Mayor. "For these and for the pcoplo 
in the tails and hospitals; that is first con- 
sideration. After that we can consider 
other things. But we must pay our debts, 
all of them." 

Clerk ,fohn A. Rnssell explained the sit- 
uation at length. He said it did not grow 
out of a shortage in the levy of last year as 
made to cover current expenses or those 
that could be foreseen, but from expenses 
that had arisen since and were in laxgo 
measures beyond the influenC3 of the Su- 
pervisors, such as the election expenses, 
which had gone far beyond the 
limit placed upon them. As for the 
expenditures of the several fund-; 
for tbe operation of the machinery of tuo 
government they were well within tho 
estimates, but there was no money, be- 
cause it hail been eaten up in other ways. 
He thouirht it well to go into court with an 
agreed case and simply tell the truth about 
it. It being shown that these exjiendi- 
tures were for the running of the govern- 
ment and beyond the discretion of the 
Supervisors tlie law would be found snfti- 
ciently elastic to permit of assuring the 
supply contractors that they could be paid 
with the funds of the future. So assured, 
they would continue to keep the larders of 
public institutions full. As it is now. how- 
ever, it is almost a sign of insanity toast: op 
expect it of them,witn the City owing them 
$210,000, and when they ask for it being 
met with the declaration that their claims 
are illegal. 

City and Count.v Attorney Crcswcll went 
all over the ground from a legal stand- 
point. He could see no way of getting be- 
fore the Supreme Court without a case to 
go with. He suggesleil as a means of tid- 
ing over the immediate ilitficulty that the 
clerks and other employes of the City and 
County be called upon" to withhold their 
warrants till the end of the month and al- 
low the money to be u.sed in the meantime 
for the purchase of supplies. 

'This was greeted as a practical sugges- 
tion, although Mr. Russell stated as a mat- 
ter of his knowledge that the salary of 
many of the emi>loyes was already pledged 
to brokers. 

However, it was decided to call a meet- 
ing of the heads of departments to bo held 
in Mr. Creswell's office this morning at Id 
o'clock, when the plan will be discussed.

A few days ago the Call made mention 
of a plan proposed by J. 6. Jeffries for an 
incorporation of worUngmen, in which 
Khares shall be of the par value of 1 cent, 
and the number of shares held by each 
member to be limited to one. The corjK}- 
ration it to have a labor bureau and •{uar- 
ters for the housing of the members. At 
that time we suggested tliut this was a tine 
opportunity for men of capital and busi- 
nexs experience to take the lead in the or- 
gatiization of tae^ a corporation, to the 
end that It might be kept ont of the hands 
of adventurers and impracticable*, and 
that closer relations might be estaUiabod 
between latwrers and employers. 

The matter has attracted a great deal of 
attention, particularly from the laboring 
element, who show a most cjinmeti'lahle 
desire to be on close anl ir.i u '.'.v It-rrns 
with large employers. Mr. Jeilrics h»s 
made the following suggestion, which we 
publish largely for the value of the ptneral 
pri^cij !e Vphiclj it <-iiibodici; 

'J he i^aa 1: rancisco and San Joaquin Val- 
ley Bailroad will requite some tbonaaods 
of men for about a year on the work of 
oonatmrtion. As a rule, such work is 
done by contract, the confrscior paying 
the men about $1 23 a day and charging 
the company fl 50, retaining the difference 
for bis profit. Supioec, inttead of a con- 
tractor, the workin^inen's corporation 
should be formed and «bo':M furnish the 
laborers at {1 a o'ay. It would be able 
to give as qood a bond a« a contractor, and 
would Eave the company the contrrtctorVs 
profit. Further, suppose that, instead of

it paid 75 cents in cash and 50 cents in

A B08T0H EXAMPLE. 

.\s a widi-spri-ad lii:lii f prevails in this 
country that the American people prefer 
foreign goods to those of American make 
and will never buy the home product as 
long as it is possible to get anything that 
comes from abroad, it is pleasing to note 
every evidence of a contrary tendency. 
!?nch evidence has been recently afforded 
by the experience of a Boston firm and is 
important enough to merit the attention of 
merchants all over the Union. 

According to the story as told by the 
Cormnfrcial hvH'tiii, the t)elief that con- 
sumers prcf'T forci;:!! goods has been .=0 
strfing ia lloston that merchant tailors 
have been obliged to mark Hockanum 
goods as "our late.st importations from 
England," and dry-goods merchants label 
Pacific mills dress goods "Hante Nou- 
veaute de Paris," and with steady faces get 
five cents a yard profit 00 fancy Bamaby 
ginghams from foolish women wlio want 
till • ;.-cniiine imported Scotch plaids." In 
dcli.iiice of this custom the firm of Stiepard, 
.S'',r-.vcil it Co. have tilled tlieir windows on 
Winter street, Uoston, witli American up- 
hoNtery goods, American prints, plisscs 
and crejions, American ginghams, Ameri- 
can wool dress goods and American silks. 
These goods are all labeled "Made in 
America," and they tell their own story. 

The result of the experiment is said to 
Iiave lieen in every way satisfactory. The 
enterprising firm has lost no customers, 
but on the contrary has gained many, for 
there are thousands of people who are 
pleased with the pluck and courage fhown 
by the firm in confronting the foolish pre- 
judice for foreign goods and boldly relying 
upon the |>atriotism and oommon-aense of 
the American people. 

An equal success could doubtless be ob- 
tained in Nan Francisco in the aame way. 
There is a whole host of California goods 
sold under foreign or Eastern labels that 
ought to be sold as home products. The 
custom of giving them foreign labels works 
a double injury to the State. In the first 
place it encourages the foolish pn judice 
against home productions. In the second 
place a-t the goods sold under the false 
title arc generally our best wines and best 
fruits, foreiju countries gel u n'putation 
for producing belter artirlesof this kind 
than (,'aliforiiia. and thereby the sale of 
our goods is injured even among people 
who have no prejodioe against them. 

Certainly there never was a time ia Cali- 
fornia more favorable for the undertaking 
of this mucli needed reform than right 
now. The merchants who will put Cali- 
fornia goods to the front will succeed in 
San Francisco as bhepard, Norwell & Co.. 
have succeeded in Boston. Everybody, 
except the foolish, is in favor of 
home products. A lib::r:il ii:itroiiii>.;e is 
sure to be extended to home-made artii les 
as soon as they are placed conspicuously 
before consumers. The iiostoit example 
is worth imitating, and we eoameiid it to 
our merchants.

FOB BE TTEB HI QHVAYB. 

Tliere is no better measure of a pAple's 
pride, intelligence, thrift and prosperity 
than the rx>ndition of its roads and streets. 
Thus at San Jose. Los Angeles, Eiverside 
and a few other places in California, where 
these .ju;i.';tii - cl the residents are conspic- 
uous in other ways, the roads and streets 
are models of perfection. In San Francisco 
they are disgracefully b.id, taring a neces- 
sary accompaniment of pour architecture, 
dilapidated bouses, a lax moral sentiment 
and a corrupt City Government That 
grade of popular intelligence which fails to 
see in the maintenance of good roads and 
streets one of the wisest and most profita- 
ble investments of public funds cannot be 
expected to conduct public business on a 
commendable plan or in mercantile and 
industrial affairs to pursue such a policy 
as will extend trade and develop local re- 
sources. These matters are simple and 
axiomatic. 

Traffic is conducted over rude and bar- 
barous highways at au enormous expense 
to production and coBSomption. The loss 
thus suffered represents an amcnmt in dol- 
lars many times exceeding the interest on 
an original investment in the constmcti< 
of good highways, plus the amount n 
quired to keep them in good order. Fo; 
that matter it i« more costly to keep 
badly made higiiway in order than a Wi 
made one. The loss from traffic conducted 
over had highways Cbmes in the form of a 
heavier outlay to provide strong hor.ses 
and vehicles, a heavier wear on tjotli the~e 
elements, a necessity for proviiling gn-atcr 
traction power and the consiinipiiou of 
Uiore i:rne. These matters are all so obvi- 
.ji:- tl.at the necessity for reducing them 
to a mathematical form has never been 
dreamed ot In addition to these might 
be mentioned the severe strain on the 
nerves and consequently the health of all 
persons who are forced to be in the neigh- 
bornood or to participate in the drawbacks 
and inconveniences of bad highways. 

But California in general and .San Fran- 
cisco in particular are waking out of the 
niphtmare ijurdened sleep of bad high- 
ways, for the pressure of many circum- 
stani es has been accumulating. A Bureau 
of liif'hways was created ly t!ie last Legis- 
lature, and ibe men whom Governor Budd 
has appointed are superior men. Only 
a handful of money ($31,000) has been set 
apart for their nse, and that is but a trifle 
when it comes to boilding the main coun- 
try highwaya which the State so seriously 
needs; but the Commissioners have a 
nobler and more arduous task to perform 
than the building of roads — they can 
achieve the higher task in inducing the 
rarions couaties to build roada ol their 
own. 

That ia to say, the main work of the 
Commissioners mtLst be one of education. 
As the governing ixjdies of towns, cities 
and counties represent the pride, intelli- 
gence and policy of those who elect them 
to office, clearly the people must be ap- 
proached directly, aud the best way to 
accomplish that end is throagh the press. 
Happily, the whole press of California is 
free from silurianism and is an advocate 
of good liii;hn ays. The Bureau of High- 
ways, u.< ri fi^rc, can do no better than fur- 
nish the press with appeals, suggestions 
and instructions to the ].eo[.!c, going fully 
into the (juc-tion of road-making and into 
till' <.:.<• 1 I iienefita aecraing from good 

liighways. 

The Merchants' Association of San Fran- 
cisco lias done splendid work in cleaning 
the streets, and has made only a beginning 
which shall lead in time to decent pave- 
ments. The hope of the City rests as mnch 
with these earnest and intelligent mer- 
chants as with any other thing vital to the 
welfare of the City. But they are unjustly 
Itcaring an expense that should be shared 
by all who are in symiiatliy with tlieir 
work, and it is sincerely hoped tiiat those 
among us who are lili -sed with public 
spirit will come to their assistance. 

MADAGASOAB'S AFFEAL. 



The Call baa received several copies of 
the Madagascar ASnn, accompanied by an 
earnest appeal from the editor, E. Under- 
wood Harvey, for American arbitration 
in the dispute between France and the 
people of that island. 

Madagascar is a far cry from the United 
States, and cannot by any possible con- 
struction Ijc brought under the applxalion 
(>f the Monroe doctrine. The appeal, 
i:i vi-rtlieli".s, is one wliiili may rightly 
eiiL'u^u our attention, inasmuch as the sub- 
ject involves the struggle of a weak people 
for the preservation of their independence 
against the. aggression of a strong Bum- 
pean power. In addition, moreover, to 
this address to American sympathy (or the 
weak and American sentiment in tviot 
of local independence for every people 
capable of self-government, the appeal has 
the further effect of flattering our patriotic 
pride by demonstrating that our country 
is looked upon as the champion of justice 
and iiidependciico by the people Of the 
remotest part of the world. 

Of course the appeal from so remote an 
island will receive no favorable response 
from oar Government, and hardly any 
from our press. Nevertheless it is not alto- 
gether an imimportant event. The des- 
tiny of a nation is not always nnderstood 
by its own people, nor is it wholly depend- 
ent upon them. The view wliich foreign- 
ers take of its influence and its force is 
therefore interesting as a sidelight upon 
the cour'-e which it may be destined to 
take as a result of outside iircssure. The 
appeal from Madagascar shows that our 
influence is felt in lands of wlii> h we take 
little note, and that the effect of that influ- 
ence is to lead the smaller nations of iho 
earth to look to us as the coming arbi- 
trator of the international disputes of the 
world and the defender of the rights of 
tho weak all round the globe. 

Madagascar is certainly deserving of the 
independence she so ardently desires to 
mamtuin. The island ia the fourth largest 
in tlie world, and contains a popni.ifion of 
more than 1 iXm.iKiO. The civilization is of 
a hi;;h order, the pcojile arc rajiidly im- 
proving ill education ami industry, and the 
commerce, w hich is extensive, is largely in 
the hands of Americans. The French 
have no just claims to the island and are 
BMkiac to poMew U only taqtriyouta 



jingo colonial policy. The people of Mad- 
agascar, however, are apparently resolved 
to defend their iadependenoe at all haz- 
ards, and may yet succeed in forcing Uie 
civilized world to bring such a pressure 
upon France as to compel that country to 
submit her claims to the decision of im- 
partial arbitrators, in which case the 
I'nited States might have something to say 
about it. '

The Capri fijr is now being rec«ived 
from Hmyma at .Mr. Hoedin;<'s pla''- at 
Fresno. Quarantine Oi;;'.<rr C-iiW ttii'-'d 
that fig insec-ts or Hies whitu carry the 
pollen to other fig trees are recei»«d lu 
these figs and doing well. A. T. Hat/;h, 
who has orcitards in Solano, Teharna, 
Alameda, Contra Cotta and Butte cjuh- 
ties, stated that the apricot and aliriond 
crops were badly damaged by the frost". 
The cherry crop is liprht. B. F. Walton of 
Yuba City rej/orted iliat an i.rixr.own dis- 
ease had deblroyed the pear crop, and at 
one orchard not' over 50 tiozeB would be 
harvested, where .y/X) were gathered last 
year. 

E. A. Gammon of Sacrament o stand that 
in his Irxiality the apricot and i>ear crop 
would be light. G. P. Rexford of Tulare 
reported that the frosts of two weeks ago 
bad destroyed all toe yo iug fruit in the 
lower land!:, but tlie foolhil! orchards were 
not injured. Howard Overacker Jr. of 
AJameda said that while some sections of 
that county were in good bearing other 
places were poor. Professor Arnold of 
fjanta Clara said that the cherry crop would 
be light, but the other fruits were promis- 
ing. 

Professor R. Weinstock of Sacramento 

read an interesting paj-er tipion the general 
outlook for the sale of California dne<l and 
fresh fruits this season in which he said: 
"To niy mind the outlook is unntually 
hopeful' and encouraging, and, tinless the 
unexpected takes place, the season of '95 
should l»e the most profitable one to all 
concerned in the industry." He reviewed at 
length the causes of last year failures on 
the part of j roducers to secure returns for 
their labor, and as'-erted that most of these 
obstructions liad been or would be re- 
moved this year, ile concluded by say- 
ing: 

From all that has been stated It can readily 
be seen how much more favorable are pros- 
I'^ctive conditions than have been the condi- 
tions In the recent past. ^Vhlle the fancy

fruit bu-ine-s of California profitable enough 
to comiiensAte for all the energy and capital 
and inielii^ent effort that have been applied 
to it^ d'-velutiment. 

A i'iut; discussion followed on selling 
fresh fruits in Kastern markets by auction, 
and the sentiment of the society was that 
the producers should combine against the 
Eastern middle-men and jobbers who have 
combined to secoxe fruit at their ovra 
prices. 

It was decided that the next meeting of 
the society should be held in Yuba City on 
the last Jriday in May. Various county 
horticultural societies will be invited to 
participate. B. F. Walton, H. P. Staples 
and R. C. Kella will be the committee on 
arrangements. Papers ou the manipula- 
tion of dried fruits, drying and processing 
of fruits and thinning fruits will be read 
by B. F. Walton, Ralph Hersev, F. M. 
Righter, Frank H. Buck and A. T. Hatch. 
The subiect for the June ineetiuj; in San 
Francisco will be the "Proper Gradingand 
Packing of Fruits." Resolutions deplor- 
ing the Governor's failure to ugn the bill

CIVIC FEDEEATION. 



Actios to Compel the Aathoritlea to 
Knferee the Ordlaanee BesaiA- 
inc Car Guards. 



The executive board of the Civic Federa- 
tion, at a special meeting held Thnrsday 
evening in the ofilces of George T. Gaden at 
819 Market street, decided that the city 
ordinance requiring the street railways to 
equip their cars with suitable guards shall 
be enforced. The board has retained an 
attorney and he is now preparing the 
necessary papers for an apptal to the 
courts. "The matter has been brought to 
the attention of the Grand Jury, but unless 
i innnciiiate action is taken by that body 
' the federation will proceed on' its own re- 
sponsibility. The members of the execu- 
tive board declined to state whether their 
action will take the form of suits against 
the railroads or mandamus proceedings to 
compel Chief Crowley to take action in the 
premises. They say, howcTer, that both 
methods were discussed last night and 
that a definite decision was reached. Their 
suits, if tiled at all, will be liled not later 
than Monday or Tuesday of next week. 

The boaf d also discussed the action of 
the "solid eight" in the Board of Supervi- 
sors regarding the Church-street franchise, 
and unanimously adopted resolutions con- 
demning that action and calling on the 
Grand Jury to impeach the mem tiers who 
voted to grant the franchise. A copy of 
the resolutions was left at Foreman (lasran's 
jilacc of bii.'^incss last night.

Mrs. Ewing Tells What They 
Should Be, and Talks of 
Mince Pies. 



San Francisco Is the Cheapest 
Place in Which to Live 
Well. 



The closing lesson of Mrs. Emma P. 
Ewing's course, given tinder the auspices 
of the Society for the Introduction of 
Scientific Cooking in the Kitchen, was 
given \Vedm sday morning in (jolden Gate 
Hall in the presence of a large number of 
laiiics, very many of whom were interested 
listeners at the lessons previously given. 

A feature of tbe attendance was the nor- 
mal class of this city, which, under the es- 
cort of a teacher, entered tbe hall in a 
body. 

The lecture was on delicate desserts, and 
it was full of intTest to those who were 
anxious to know how delicious, appetizing 
dishes coulu be prepared. 

Before entering upon the mode of mak- 
ing these Mr. Ewing slate I that be had 
ju=t received a Rochester (N. Y.)i>aper 
that contained the report of a bread 
contest held in that city for prizes, 
one of $.'> and the other of 
f 2 .''lO, and that it contained the very grat- 
ifying announcement that "the first an.l 
second prizes were awarded to two young 
ladies who had taken their lessons in 
breadmakitig at Mrs. Emma P. Ewing's 
cooking-school." 

This statement WM received with mani- 
festations of approval from all parts of the 
hall. 

Tlie demonstrator said that she had for 
ten years felt the public pulse in the mat- 
ter of hoiisebold science, and she had 
found that the helpers in the kitchen were 

not so much to blame for not being able to 
prc]iare f.iod .scieutilicillv. Ijcrause they 
did not liave places where they could 
learn. 

Then reverting to the subject of her 
leitiirc she said that "desserts should 
be litjlit. ilelicious and appeiizinp. 'I'he 
most barbarous thing she could imagine, 
she said, was a dessert of mince pie ur a 
plum pudding. Mince pie she thought 
was good for our an.'cstors. who r-oiihi not 
luxuriate as «e do notv ami who were 8o 
busy that they had time only to make 
mince pie , at one baking to last one month. 

The crucial test of the preparation of 
food was tbe flavor. She then exhibited a 
mold made of angel cake. "That ii wliat 



only person in America who can make 
this particular tea successfully, and that 
she thinks a great deal of the recipe is 
evidenced by the fact that she has bad it 
copyrighted. 

Following her own particular style, Mrs. 
Hinckley gave an interesting talk'on w hat 
constituted good tea, ending up with mak- 
ing the beverage itself.

Mrs. Ewiig Tells Nnrtes and Doctors How 

to Cooit, 

Mrs. F.wing deiivere.i two lorturcs at the 
Lane Hospital on Monday an.l W. dnes.lay 
evenings that have deeply interested the 
professors and nurses of that institution. 
The lessons were given at the suggestion 
of the hospital authorities, Professor and 
Mrs. Lane being the promoters ot the idea, 
and in all probability a regular course on 
tbe scientitic preparation of food for in- 
valids will be given at that institution next 
fail. 

The lesson on Monday night was on 
broiling poultry, im-ats. fish ami ovsters, 
aud making good cornhread. The lecturer 
showed bow to broil a chicken in the oven 
of a 'gac-stOTe, to cook steaks and oysters 
properly on a griddle and the art of baking 
corn-dodgers according to the moat iclen- 
tific methods. 

She said that Mrs. Henderson's assertion 
that not one cook in a thousand knew how 
to make toast was true in every particular, 
as she could testify fn.m In r own personal 
experience at hotels, restaurants aud 
boarding-houses. Then, in hier pleasing 
way, she told just how bread should be 
toasted and how the toast should he 
served. 

At the lecture Wednesday night Mrs. 
Ewing showed the class how to boil rice, 
to cream codfish and to frizzle beef, so that 
these articles would be appetizing to either 
I invalids or people in good health. 

"Frizzled beef," she said, "is a delicious 
dish under all conditions, and this is the 
way to frizzle it: Put a tablespoon ful of 
butter in a .spider over a quick tire, ami 
when hot add a cup of thinly cut dried 
beef, from which the rind has been re- 
moved, and stir constantly with a fork 
until it curls and looks cooked. Then re- 
move the spider to a cooler part of the 
stove, sift in a tablespoonful of flour, mix 
well with the meat, and then potir in aciip 
of milk and stir until the sauce is smooth, 
serving on a hot platter," 

Each' dish when eookcd was passed 
around, examined and tested by the mem- 
bers of the class. Dr. and Mrs. l.ane 
attended both les.sons, the latter being so 
deeply interested in the subject of better 
cookery that she has been a regular at- 
tendant of Mrs. Ewinjj's course of lectures 
at (xolden Gate Hall. 

Mrs. Ewing will deliver another lecture 
on scientific cookery at Golden Gate Hall.

Stanislaus Iliver. He went over the ground 
surveyed and got a good idea of the situa- 
tion iii the two days of bis absence from 
this city.

"The land lietween f?lockton and the 
Stanislaus Kiver is all level and most of it 
is under water in the winter. The track 
will have to he raised on a bank from three 
to five feet above the surface of the 
ground,"

An Expert Tront-Cstcher Explains 'Why Fish- 
ing Ess Been Poor— The Lakei. 

Anglers cannot understand why tront- 
Hsblng in coast streams has I'Cen so vrry 
poor this season. I'os-ibly the reason why 
F<i many jieojile have met with inferior 
lii'k can be attrihuied to tlie excessive 
amount of I'^iod that has been washed into 
the main streams through tbe many chan- 
nels' or feeders that have kept the larger 
b<Hiies of water far above the ntnal mark. 

There can be no gainsaying that coast 
streams are much higher now than they 
were at this time a year ago. Experienced 
anglers are thoroughly aware that the 
larger trout will not rise to a ft v us long as 
tlicy are supplied with boito: 1 f '■- There- 
fore, the statements so ire i i> :iKy heard 
that the streams have been lislied ont, 
must be accepted with some d'-iiree of sus- 
picion, as the evidence of proof has yet to 
come. 

Jabez Swan, a sportsman who has wet 
lines in almost every coast stream of note, 
L-ave as his rea.son for believing that e.^cel- 
lent sport would result during Mav and 
June the following explanation: "While 
angling on the Sonoma Creek last week I 
( lucht several small lish. some of which 
1 Oldened for ttie jiurpose of discovering 
what kind of larvte they were existing 
upon, and the analysis proved to my satis- 
faction that fly-fishing was yet too early to 
rc.ui satisfactory results. 

■ I found that" the tish were feeding on a 
gelatinous larva; of the creek snail, which 
is quite pn^ific on the stones of the creek, 
ana as this matter is not protected by a 
hard crust the trout can enjoy a b<ittom 
luxury to their heart's content. This is an 
excellent reason why fly-tishing has been 
]ioor since the saason ojiened. Any person 
who will take the trouble to dissect his 
catch will readily find the absence of anv 
Solid food ill the stomachs of the tisn 
caufrht. and what better argunieut is neces- 
sary to prove that when the iarv:c will iiave 
become protected by a shell covering, 
which will result in "a few weeks of line 
weather, the anglers will have a very dif- 
ferent tune to whistle'.' Cuee the shell of 
the snail becomes hard and indiirestible 
the festive heauties oi the hahliliiii; brook 
will l.i. knpto the angler's fly as some- 
tiiinij worthy of consideration ia the way 
of a chaiipc of food." 

There is unciuestionably considerable 
good material for sober thought in Mr. 
Swan's re:i.ar!;~. :i!id the gentleman's 
many y :ir* > 1 1.. ri»nce in stream whii>- 
pinK bhouid In; i:i itself suflicieiit recoin- 
n.endation to sati-fy all cioiibting 
■fhomases that tbe coast s:re;iM.s still 
contain numbers of trout which will make 
a good showing later on. 

It is only reasonable to surmise that 
!-noi| stream fishing will be enjoyed by the 
wliij'persof flies wheu the food now so 
i leiitiful in the streams will have disap- 
j'carod. The season, up to the present, has 
been very favorable to fish in every stream 
that em'ities into the ba.vs and ocean, 
.'^mall trout— fingerlings— will snap at any- 
thing, but as they grow old they become 
wise and cautious, and then the test of 
anglers' skill and experience will become 
manifest. 

He who flogs the water when casting for 
troi^t, although successful in bait or bot- 
ton^ fishing, will discover, much to his 
chagrin, that a brother angler who hap- 
pens along with a neat and well placed 
cast can open a basket of surpiiae U called 
up to present beauties. 

Professor Noble, a well-known Scotch 
angler, caught nine front last Sundav at 
Point Reyes with broiled liver and shrimp, 
which he used for bait. 

Readers of this department should not 
neglect to cast their eyes over tbe notes re- 
ceived from correspondents in tbe country, 
as many little tijis are given to anglers re- 
Kardin;; strear.is that jiaii out Ijest. 

The jnin club recently organized in the 
Olympic Club in this (.'ity will lease from 
Charles Wehb Howard lu.fi'*! acres .jf land 
in Marin County.

Fish Coiainis.siouer Emcric stages that 
Chief ot tlie Patrol Bsbcuck returiie<i a few 
days ago from Triic'icee with the very ex- 
cellent information that the Truckee 
I.unit»er Conipauy has built a repository 
for its sawuust and that further anno^'- 
ance to ant.ders who whip the Truckee will 
not be experienced thia season from aaw- 
du.st and shavings. 

Owing to the amount of fish that is 
taken annually from Paper-mill and 8.>- 
noma creeks, it is hoped that the I'ish 
Commissioners will not neglec t to keep up 
the supply by a liberal stocking of those 
waters. 'Tho-^e who antrle and take tisli in 
tbe near coa.st streams are taxpayers, and 
as a matter of fa( t are entitled to consider- 
ation. They cannot afford the tiuie and 
expense attached to a long trip in the 
country. 

It is stated on excellent authority that 

the stecliieads in Lake Lagunitas are 
in splendid condition this year, not a para- 
site haviue been found either in their gills 
or tins. Tbe rainbows, which, as tbe Cal;. 
has always contended, are a different vari- 
IX: of alike species, are nfit in such fine 
C i;.dit:on, yet thcv are far superior in 
every particular to fast year's fish. ' 

Lagunitas Lake will open on either June 
1 or June 15, possibly the former date, and 
Lake Pilacitos will be opened on May 1. 
Thi.-! announcement is authoritative. 

James Watt, one of tbe leading members 
of the Rod and Gun Club of this city, re- 
ceived the followingclipping recently fix>m 
Abereeen, Scotland. 

A novelty in the way of sport bus been 
inaugurated at the Royal Aiiuarium, West- 
minster, by a series of curious angling con- 
tests in the swimming annex. Fishermen 
of reputation demonstrated their skill 
with rod and line in attempts to bring 
to land human lish, who, bavins been duly 
hooked, cleverly imitated salmon in their 
efforts to regain their freedom. The result 
was always entertaining and frequently 
very exciting. es|)ecially when the angler 
and the "hsb" were fairly matched. In 
the first competition, although Mr. Hardy 
of Alnwick, with a 7-K>unce trout rod anil 
line, essayed three times to overcome 
Ives, a strong swimmer of 14 stone weight, 
the latter on each occasion succeeded in 
breaking the line. Miss liurrneti. whose 
weight is 11 stone, pro\ ed an excellent t.sh, 
and Mr. Slater of Newark, who angled in 
tbe Kottingliamsbire style with a greenhart 
rod and a spinnin" undressed line, had not 
succeeded in landing her when time was 
called, after ten minutes' hard tifrhting. 
Another lady, Mi.ss Sylvia, of slighter 
build, however, gave in to the angling of 
Mr. Ogdenof Cheltenham in eight minutes. 

B. M. Lelong, the secretnry of the State 
Board of Horticulture, is an enlhu>iastic 
sportsman and angler, and like all who 
are successful with rod and gun, he for- 
merly experienced great difficulty in get- 
ting his lish home in pood condition. 
Fish secured at u distance are too often 
untit for u.se when they reach the city be- 
cause of the heat and the time required for 
tran.siMjrtation. 

.\ ftnr couajiierable study Mr. Lelong con- 
strucli d a ba-ket in whicii he can keep tish 
in pood condition for several days in very 
hot weather, and he has applied for a pat- 
ent upor. his invention. He lined a me- 
dium-sized square willow basket with zinc. 
In this he placed a scjuare zinc box, which 
he fills with ice. The air space surround- 
ing tbe icebox prevents the ice from melt- 
ing as rapidly as it would if exposed to tho 
heat by direct contact with the side of the 
basket. 

He puts his fish in the creel around the 
icelxix in layers three im hcs deep. The 
layers are separated by zinc shelves that 
tit around the ho.x. Upon each layer are 
tu'.-mats to ali'-orb the moisture of the 
lisli and thus prevent the flesh from be- 
coming soft. No moisture can escap'' from 
the icelwx, and Mr. Lelong says thut lie 
lin- sliippcd fish in good co;idition long 
diM:im cs in hot weather. 

Crushed ice can be used, but it is better 
to fill the box with water and have the 



liquid frozen at some of the ice manufac- 
tories. The advantage Mr. I.eIong claims 
for his small refrigerator over ordinarv ice- 
packing is that by tbe latter method the 
moisture from the ice softens the meat of 
the fish, while in bis package no moisttire 
can reach the latter and the ice lasts much 
longer. 

THE KOBLE STBIPED BASS. 

A Fine Fish Periistent in Its Indifference to 
to tie Anglers' Lnrcj. 

The bold Sir tiaiahad's quest of the Hoiy 
C.rail was hardly less earnest and per- 
sistent than the efforts of the flower of the 
angling chivalry to take a striped bass with 
a rod and Une. Tbere are enthusiasts wbo 
have devoted days to wandering along the 
bay shore casting for this game fish until 
their arms were weary and the sun had 
built upon their honest faces the semblance 
of stron? drink, but not a fin has come 
to reward ti,eir industry. There are bass 
in the bay for the nets of the commercial 
tisliermen, but that imported in:.'rate will 
have none of our lines, and declines to die 
the death of a game lish. preferring to 
have his vertebrte cracked by a foreigner 
and his soul pass throut:h his gills to the 
jargon of a forei;:n re<p;iem. 

The striped bass is an aris-tocrat of the 
sea. He has furnished iortij the tables of 
tbe Roman emperors, lie has ma^rniti- 
cently sailed up the Yellow Tiber and en- 
tered the Acheru-ian marshes. He is the 
lupus of classical history, a bicr.trer and 
more vor;n ious gourmand than the purple- 
cia<l ^duttons that devoured him. 

When Viitelius Cn^sar astonished Rome 
by the splendor of his feasts before Vespa- 
sian i>romiitcd the gladiators to end that 
worthless life the strii>ed bass had tlie 
place of honor on the imperial table. 
When the legions of Titus camped outside 
the walls of Jerusalem that great and mag- 
nanimous general bad his bass sent from 
Rome, and tribune and centurion enjoyed 
this delicidtis fish on the burning aanda of 
Syria, 

Like tbe shad, this fish was a stranger to 
these waters until introduced here some 
fifteen years aeo. In I'^'O a few were 
taken, but it is only within the last few 
years that thev have been captured In any 
number. When they first appeared in the 
fish stalls they rated as high as tlie much- 
lauded pompano. a:ul were offered as a 
rare and expensive delicacy. Now they 
have come down to tbe level of the ordi- 
nary good fish and are almost as plentiful 
as the shad, "rbey are large, but none 
have yet attained the weight which is re- 
CordcH of their Eastern brethren. 

The outfit which ancling for the striped 
bass demands comprises a rod about nine 
feet lonsr, strong but light, not to exceed 
a pound'; a linen or hemp line from two to 
three hundred yards long, and a reel which 
should be the liiost perfect of its kind, a 
double or even triple multi] :i' v 'inferred. 
The squid is considered tb- U' -^t bait, 
though clam or shrimp may lie u-ed. At 
the Little and Great I'alN'of the I'otoniac 
tbe anglers take the striped bass with the 
artificial liy. An enthusiast dwelling on 
this lishin;; says: "He is a gallant lish 
and a bolcl biter, and the anidcr whether 
he trolis with sliriuiii or clam bait in 
brackish creeks still Paits or heaves and 
hauls in llie wild surf of the outi-r shores, 
carefullj' sways the rod until its squid de- 
scribes its slowly moving circle aro\;Tid the 
heail and then by a swift, i n.'x p; ,• able 
movement causes it to dart like an arrow 
straigbt out far over the sea, and the reel 
whizzes and whirls until it seems to flash 
fire, and you wait lonp and I'atiently for 
the ces»;iIio!i ,,f the : whii li indicates 
that the S'luid has droj'ped lull bX) feet 
away. " 

To all these thinjrs did the <'alifornia 
angler seriously incline, and he has sallied 
forth full of expectancy. Tbe swift tides 
and rocky shores of Marin County seem 
specially atlapted for this fishing.' They 
lie . lose i!;-iiore, and love the swirling 
wat>-r b.>'in'".i OL' the weedy pfjol, where 
small fry a'.i'I shrimi.s seek refuirefrijin the 
impetuo-ity of the current, off Lime 
Point, in a do.'en plai'ex aloii? the eastern 
shore of the peninsula, there are strijicd 
bass, but they will not take the baite I 
book. From the Tiboron ferry, among 
tbe jutting rocks that break the furious 
flow through Raccoon Straits, these exas- 
perating hsh have been seen feeding, and 
hardy and experienced anglers have spent 
nays'and days in an attempt to take just 
one on the rod ; but the record is still 
blank. From I'ort Point to the .'^eal rocks, 
from the f.ig-whistle to Point Honita, every 
likely spot has Ix^en etploiteu, but u"o 
striped bass has rewarded tbese heroic 
labors. 

There is a small creek or estuar^' of 
brackish water, commonly known as Sal- 
mon Creek, emptying; into Toinales Hay, 
and here those undaunted and .sanguitie 
lishermen have cast their lines, but only 
one small b:i«s has blest their emleavors. 
The s( :i:i .1 f rr the jdi i lo-.>[)lier's stone 
does not se.-m more hopeless, the probing 
of mechanics to the innermost depths for 
the discovery of perpetual motion more 
futile, the mental concentration on chem- 
istry for the jiroduction of the elixir of life 
more distrm tiiiK and fruitless, than the in- 
cessant end.'uvor of the distracted angler 
to wrench tLi^ striped bass mystery from 
its concealment. 

The community of thought engendered 
by general calamity has brought these dis- 
ai>pointed lishermen together to compare 
notes, and organize a grand campaign 
against this most obstinate of fish. The 
F.astern men, versed in all the science of 
angling for Btri|>ed bass, have been led 
around the harbor and have gone through 
the motions, but proved as unsuccessful as 
the theorists. They have ceased to sneer 
and have joined the others in wondering 
what is the matter, and why this grand 
sport, not a whit inferior to salmon or 
trout fishing, should continue to be denied 
the anglers of the West.

The entire team of ten men has been 
selected, a number of engagements have 
been made and nearly all the preliminary 
arrangements completed. Manager North 
left on Thursday for Denver to try and 
arrange a contest between his tc:iiii and 
thelleuver Athletic Club. From Denver 
he will -o to Chicago, then to .A-nn Arbor 
and then to I'riuceton, where he will be to 
meet the boys when they arrive, on May 7. 

It is expected that tiie team will enter 
several other contestii than hare been np 
to this time arrange d for. 

Special arrangements have been made 
with the railroad companies for their 
transportation, and all the contlorts con- 
ducive to the well being of athletes will be 
provided for them . 

It will take from May 2 until July 1 to 
complete the circuit which It is expected 
to make.

Mr. Koch has been serving as track cap-

entered U. C. in 18tr2. He has cleared G 
feet 5i of an inch in the high jump, -1 feet in 
the broad jump, 43 feet <3 inches in hop, 
step and jump, run the high hurdles in 
It) 4-.5 seconds and fifty yard dash in 5 4-.'j 
seconds. His height is 5 feet 11 inches and 
weieht 145 pounds. 

Mr. Patterson is pursuing the course of 
social scieni^e." in the University. 

Robe rt W. Edgrcii is a native son, and 
was born in '74. His height is 6 feet in 
his stockings and weight when in training 
IH.-) pounds. His first athletic work was 
done at the Oakland High School in IH'.d, 
aud from a si. kly boy he has dcvehq^d into 
a powerful man,' being able to throw tlie 16- 
pound hammer 181 feet. . 

This recunl was made in practice, but he 
holds an ailmitted record of liJ feet 7 
inches for this event. He has put the shot 
38 feet (j inches and pole-vaulted 9 feet 9 
inches. .\t prebcnt he is pursuing a course 
of study at the Hopkins Institute of Art. 

Chester Woolsey, holder of the coast 
intercollegiate record for the running 
broad jump, 22 feet flat, is 24 years of age. 
His heitflit is 5 feet U inches and weight 
lli'i pounds. Besides makinj: the remrrka- 
ble Droad jump of 22 feet he has a record of 
44 feet 6 inches for the bop. step and jump. 

Melville Dozier, who will enter for the 
broad iump and bicycle races, is 20 years 
of a^-e.'.') feet 10 inches in heightaud weighs 
150 pounds. He has ridden two miles on 
a wheel in 5 min. and 20 sec., and has a 
record of 21 feet 6 in;Uies for the broad 
jump. 

L. Merwin the winner of the mile walk 
against Stanford in the last Intercollegiate 
field-day, will enter the walks against the 
Eastern athletes. At the benefit field day, 
held last .'Saturday, he made the mile walk 
in 7 minutes M --o seconds. 

Harry li. Torrey. who did such good 
work at the benefit licid day in the hurdle 
races, has been selected to run the 75, 120 
an.l C'JO yards hurdles. He did the 220 
yards himlles last Saturday in 27}^ 
seconds, defeating all other entries. 

His age is 2_' years, weight when in 
training 150 pounds, and be is a member 
of the senior cla.ss of the University. 

Earnest Dyer, another hurdler, is a na- 
tive of California, and is also 22 years of 
age. Previous to the season of '!>4 he gave 
but little attention to hurdle-racing, but, 
finding he had some ability in this direction, 
commenced in earnest, and until last Sat- 
urday stood unbeaten b^ the college men 
of tlie coast in his specialty. He holds a 
record of 10 1-5 seconds for the 190 yards, 
'd\ feet hurdles. 

Piiilip Bradley, wbo will probably enter 
for the half and quarter mile, runs, is 21 
years of age and a member of the < bi^^ 
of "M. 

At the field day last Saturday he ran the 
half mile against seven entries, with thir- 
teen yards handicap, in 2 min. 1^' sec, 
which is equal, from scratch, to about 2 
min. 2^ sec. 

Theodore Barnes, the 100-yard sprinter, 
was born in Nebrassa in 1876. His first 
work in athletics was begun last fall, 
shortly after he entered the freshman 
class, and since then he lias made some 
excellent sprints, defeating all comers 
from the U. C. team. 

For the 50-yard dash he holds a record 
of 5 4-5 seconds, for the 75-yard dash S 
seconds an<I for the 100 yards lOJ^ seconds. 

Captain Koch expects some great work 
from him against the Eastern men. 

On account of a lack of finances Scog- 
gins. the champion of last year in the 100 
yards d;ish, anil I'rnwn, the mile-runner, 
have been left out uf the team, and at a 
meeting of the students yestera^ after- 
noon, to see if arrangements couldf not be 
made to have them accompany the team, 
it was deciilcd to solicit a subscription 
from the stu<lent body for that purpose. 

The men are hopeful for much success 
against the athletes on the Atlantic and 
will undoubtedly bring considerable u;lory 
11)1.. n the university from which they ko, 
providing climatic "influences do not have 
too great an effect on them.

News From Ukitb Wliich Will Toncli the 
Hearts of Anglers and Sportsmen. 

L'KIAH, April 26.— The fishing season 
in the vicinity of XJkiah, Mendocino 
County, has opened in good earnest, and 
the lovers of sport can indulge in their 
favorite pastime to their heart s content. 

Thanks to the work of tnc Ukiah Sports- 
man's Clnb the streams have a bountiful 
supply of trout. Hitherto people who had 
no regard for legitimate sport or t!;e law- 
would do most of their fishins prior to the 
1st of April, and in conseanenct- tiic -:re.in:s 
would lie robbed before the opi-n season 
begun and the sport spoiled for the year. 
The Sportsman's Clnb have kept the prin- 
pal streams patrolled and have had a stand- 
ing reward for information which would 
lead to conviction of those violating the 
law, and hence good sport can now be had 
in any of the tront streams of the county, 
aad they are numerous. The use of giant 
powder and other explosive substances by 
uitscreants who cared only for the quan- 
tity of fish has been effectually stoj.ped. 
Last year the Fish Coniniissioners gener- 
ously stocked most of the main streams, 
and promised to give a generous distribu- 
tion of young fish again this year gen- 
erally throughout the Mendocino streams, 
of which there are many. Mendocino 
County is the sportsman's paradise, and 
the Ukiah Sportsman's Club and the citi- 
zens propose to keep it such. 

The streams of the county may be 
classed as •■interior" and ''coast.'' The 
interior streams are the Russian Kiver and 
tributaries, covernie the territory east of 
the w atershed, marking the source of the 
ocean streams, from I'otter Valley, about 
twenty miles north of Ukiah, and south to 
-Cloverdale. 

Every stream that flows we.ot to the 
Parittc through the forest belt is in 
itself a charmed virgin spot waiting for 
the genuine lover of outing sport and 
nature in her unmolested condition. 

This season, owing to the late heavy 
lains, is a trifle "late," but that will guar- 
antee excellent sport later in the summer 
and fall. 

The water, except in the smaller streams, 
is high and somewhat nuirky, but notwith- 
standing several good creels of trout have 
been brought in. 

F. H. Eastman, the commissary of the 
Mendocino Asylum, is the Qsherman of 
whom all the aspiring sportsmen of Ukiah 
are justly jealous. It is sail he can catch 
trout in "the road after the rain. In fact he 
did catch two beauties in the road where 
it crosses Russian River coming home a 
day or two since. Those were two elegant 
speciaicns of salmon trout of proportions 
rcspectaijie enough to weigh about three 
pounds apiec-.

There will not be much opposition on 

the part of the Government, or at least by 
the Government oflicers on this coast, to 
the passage of fht> law allow iiig the bot- 
tling of spirits in l" i; i. a~ tiie framersof 
the measure anticipaied. It was expected 
that serious opposition would be shown on 
the ground of inexpodienry. e xi.ense and an 
increased liability to frae. l, liu; in-t. ad of 
this it is considered a pood measure by 
Internal Revenue Collector O. M. Wel- 
bnrn, and his office will support it. 

"The law has never been presented to 
us," said Louis Loupe, Mr. AVelburn's 
chief deputy, "and so we know but little 
about it. From what I do know, how- 
ever, I think the law wcmld be a eood one, 
and it would not be difficult to put it in 
practice. Ontheisbueoi expense, I don't 
see how it will cut much of a figure, for 
the Vnited States storekeeper in each 
bonded warehouse has nothing else to do 
but keep track of the packages in bond. 
Cases of l>ottles can be looked after just 
as well as casks, and the only_ additional 
expense I can see is the necessity for sepa- 
rate departments in each warehouse 
where the bonded cases of bottles may be 
kept by themselves." 

The proposed amendment to the in- 
ternal revenue laws — for that is the 
shape in which the new measure will be 
presented — is not very generally under- 
stood bv the Government otlicials, and 
much of the opposition which it has met 
with is the result of ignorance regarding 
the details of the law. The expense of 
g.iuging the spirits in glass and the ini|io>- 
sibility of gauging it accurately hai> lieeii 
l>ointed out and urged as an argument 
against the law; but under the terms of 
the amendment the spirits bottled will t)e 
drawn from casks alreadv in boini and 
already gaugeu, and furllier gauging is 
entirely unnecessary. The only extra ex- 
pense and trouble which the law will im- 
l>o~e will be the printing of more bond 
siamns for the bottles and alBxing them to 
the tilled j>ackages. 

The spirit trade of South America, which 
is an extensive one, is carried ou almost en- 
tirely in bottles, and it is this trade which 
the loeal brandy men are seeking to secure 
for themselves, "and they have framed this 
law with a view to make ttiat possible. In 
foreign countries, where it is permitted to 
Ixjitle in bond, the shipper may ship his 
goods in bottles from bond, without the 
expense of taking it out and jiaying the 
tax on it before bottling. In addition, he 
receives the benefit of the bond stamp on 
the bottle, which is nroof positive of the 
purity of its contents. In this country, 
there'being no law permitting the bottling 
of bonoed spirits, the shipper must either 
ship in wood or he must pay the tax, with- 
draw his spirits and bottle at his own cel- 
lar. He therefore loses the amount of the 
excise tax, 90 cents a gallon, and also the 
moral value of the bond stamp on his 
package. 

The whisky men from the East are very 
anxious to have their product included in 
the law, and, in the opinion of the revenue 
ollicers here, if this be done, there is no 
doubt of its adojilion. The local revenue 
office will not oppose the measure in any 
way, as it is beliered by the Collector to be 
a law which will benefit the brandy inter- 
est of the State materially. 

MULLIGAU HAD TO PAT, 

A Civil Suit Brousht AgaliiHt Judge 
Low Fromptly Decided la His Favor. 

Judge Low was the defendant in a civil 
suit for malicious prosecution brought by 
Thomas Mulligan, a collector, before Jus- 
tice of the Teace Cook, which was tried 
yesterday. 

The evidence being in. Justice Cook 
promptly dee ded for the defendant. The 
facts as brought out in the testimony were 
that Mulligan harassed .ludge I>ow 
about an old claim, seeking him in public 
places, and finally becoming so abusive as 
to give warrant for bis arrest. Mulligan 
secured bonds, and the bondsman appealed 
to the Judge, and the Judge allowed tlve 
matter to be dismissed, with the under- 
standing that he would no longer be sub- 
jected to such annoyance. Mulligan 
straightway entered the suit which was 
tried and Mjndged against him vesterdav.

jMr. Shuck had his suspicions as to the 

fenuineness of the paper, so he locked it in 
is drawer and made no attempt to collect 
upon it. A year later he received another 
letter from Struud Starbird, like the lirst 
one, dated from New York. This letter re- 
ferred to the note sent, and again asked 
that it would be collected. This second 
letter suggested to Mr. Shuck that for his 
own protection he should present the note, 
and he accordingly did so. At the office 
of the Flood estate, the trustees declined to 
say positively that the signatures were for- 
geries, but they would not pay the note. It 
is supposed that some clever forger is 
operating in this way all over the country, 
getting amounts from various estates 
where his aptitude at penmanship may be 
tamed to account. If this be so, he did 
wrong in the two instances which have 
come to light, for he is supposed to bie the 
maker of the Fair note as well, for the 
magnitude of the sums involved worked 
toward discrediting the notes and having 
them isrefrtigated.

It is arranged in two 
forms— as a solo or concert song, with a 
brilliant and graceftd accomjiaiiiineni, 
while the second arraiigetiieiii leads the 
melody by a richly niooniaiod harmony to 
be sung as a chorus nr a- a ii'iartet for 
mixed voices. Its martial rhythm renders 
it st-rvic able also as a march song. 

The conijioser tiaims originality for this 
>'ational song. He says that "The .^tar- 
spangled Banner" is simply "Anacreon in 
Heaven." which was sung in J-^nglish 
churches years n>;..'. that "America" is 
an English national air, anct "Hail Colum- 
bia" can be found among the melodies of 
the ancient Irish bards. 



WEBSTER 09 POTATOES. 

A liCctnre to a Party of TraTelins Com- 
panion*. 

It was in the year 184!), the year ol the 
gold fever, that I was on a train returning 
to Philadelphia from Harrisburg, Pa., and 
Daniel Webster was in the same car. 
Every one on board not only felt the influ- 
ence of AVebsar's overpowering person- 
ality but the majesty of his thoughtful 
look an.l fpeei li, as well as that grandeur 
of simplicity in the familiar ease shown 
toward some plain bnt inttrlliL'ent farmers 
whom lie was entertaining, while they at- 
tentivciy ii^t'-ned to bis aprn-able talk 
upon the subject of the simple and unam- 
bitious potato. Others upon the train 
bearing of Mr. Webster's presence on 
board, before his talk was over he had an 
audience of nearly a can'iil of people. Said 
one of the farmers from Lancaster: "Have 
vou noticefl how the .Meshanocks and the 
Mercers are losing- their foothold and be- 
rotnin'/ shockingly bad aiid tasteh-ss? 
Th''y tire not dry and mealy, as they were 
a few seasons ago. I believe they are rnn- 
ning out." Then some one remarked that 
it was almost time for new Tarieties to 
appear.

biiuself, and told hi* listeners how he had 
irortced npon bis fathers farm in his 
vonth, and also upon his own at Franklin, 
S'. 11.. and he had had some experience 
with 'he potato; knew something about it, 
although j)erhal)S not enough to hurt, bin 
he considered himself the lietter from hav- 
ing had .some agricultural cx|ierience.

Webster at this point took a modest 
hand in the talk, iipolok-etically excusing 



long a while it took to awakeii within the 
public mind a knowledge of ita worth; 
luov finally a confession ivas extorted from 
European'high authority that the potato 
and Indian corn were the two greatest 
blessings America ever gave to the world ; 
liow, notwithstanding all this, they were 
still used as food for cattle and horses, 
though in a jiinch it was thought they 
might help bridge over a starving peop.le 
who had met with failure in the crop of 
cereals. 

Mr. Webster related that even in Wash- 

inu'lon's day the Father of his Country 
had i-rocUumed loudly against the vile 
"and vulgar horse food," as he called it, 
known then and now as corn meal, and 
which was not considered good enough for 
the soldier. Mr. Webster spoke of the 
fiorman and Freneli people, who wouldn't 
eat either of these articles of food; that 
when Antoine Parmentier, a philan- 
thropist, had bellied on and improved 
tlieir cnllivatioii and urged their daily use, 
.Toliniiy Crapaud w ould not listen to him. 
Finally the iJovernmeiit felt the need of 
aiding this business, and the gendarmes 
were placed around the potato field, plenti- 
fully planted with them, as if to guard a 
highly precious commodity, and I,onis 
XV ordered the jxitato lilossoni to be 
worn by the ladies of the court. This done 
the tide turned in favor of the poor, iierse- 
CUtcd potato, and under the l.drier name 
of poninie de terrc it came out of tin lire 
of opposition cooked, ;is it is now saiti to 
be by the French cuisine, in some 'M) <lif- 
fereiit ways. By this compulsory recog- 
nition it now ho'lds an honored place upon 
the table, an indisjiensable adjunct. In- 
terrn|itcd occasionally, but respectfully, 
however, bv some qiiestions his hearers 
now ami then put to him, Mr. Webster 
cheerfully continued his potato talk for 
nearly an hour, and it was an admirable 
help to lessening the monotony of tlie trip, 
1 can assure you. — Baltimore Aim ricau. 

AKTABOT IO^ XPEDITIONS. 

The Coat Held to B« a Small One Com- 
paratively. 
The naval point of view which Mr. 
Clements Markbam took in his address at 
the Royal United Service Institution re- 
viewed an Antarctic expedition under 
three of its aspects. The first was with 
regard to its naval history, from which it 
tifpearcd that every .idventure into the 
frozen south has been taken under the 
auspices of ciur navy; the second, with re- 
gard to its effect on the service; and the 
third, with regard to its expense. Its his- 
tory is thrilling and worthy of the best 
naval traditions, aiul some of the adven- 
tures of Sir John I'.oss with the Erebus 
and tne Terror might have inspired a 
,'«tevenson to give us something as memor- 
able as his accou.;t of the great gale at 
Samoa, says the London (ir i) Inc. 

The advantages to the ser\icc archest 
siimmetl up in Mr. Markham's own wcrds. 
"An Antarctic expedition," be said, "is, 
then, a training scjuadron of great value to 
the navy; a training siiuailron with double 
pay and iiromotion and openings for gain- 
ing credit and distinction. It will supply 
training in all those qualities which are 
most valuable in time of war, while en- 
couraL'ing aspiritof enterpri.se and stimu- 
lating Zeal for the credit of the navy and of 
the C'luntry. 

"As Anson's circumnavigators became 
the foremost naval commanders during the 
Seven '^'ears' War. so we may expect our 
future .\iit:irctic navigators to ret urn to the 
regular scrvii e invigorated by new experi- 
ences and fresh energy, and more read v than 
ever for anythini: that may befall.'' Mr. 
Markham was sanguine on the score of 
ex]'cri--. Al tli" iiM-t it w..ul.l cost 
iini.ooil-the ctist of two ships like the Alert 
and Di.scovery — and as a matter of fact we 
should have two serviceable ships for use 
elsewhere when the expedition came to an 
end. For instance, in the ca-os of the 
Alert and Discovery, the .\retic expedition 
in which they assisted had the u.se of them 
only for eighteen months. 

'But since then the .VIert has been in 
constant use, doing valuable service in Ma- 
gellan Strait, in Hudson Bay and el.se- 
whcre during the following twenty years. 
The Discovery has been incessantly used 
for dockyard "work during the same period 
and is still in use. Consequently 
the exiiedition otight only to be charged 
with atioiit a twentieth of" the ilfi.iK.Ki. or 
£i'/V), divided over thri'e years in the case 
of an Antarctic expedition, or £1500 a year 
for the shins. The same applies to scien- 
tiiic ajiparatiis of all kinds. It is misleaa- 
ing to charge the whole cost to the expedi- 
tion ; the est iniate shiiuld only be for the 
wear and tear during three years. When 
the estimate is fairly and honestly pre- 
pared, it will be found that the real cost is 
alKiut £'3).f»i0 a year— a mere trille com- 
pared with the great value of the scienl dic 
resiilts, and with the other benefits to the 
navy and to the nation, that will be de- 
rived from the Antarcticexpedition." 

ASE THE SEITSES IDEHTIOAL? 

It Is Clnimed That the Power to Taste 
and Kmrll Have the Same Source. 
The man who smoked in the dark one 
night and discovered that when he cotildn't 
see the smoke all the pleasure of>]Miming 
tobacco was lost is not more remarkable 
than the individnal who has now discov- 
ered that the senses of taste and of smell 
are identical. This gentleman advances 
the theory that the sen.se of tasle depends 
npon the number of minute tentacles 
w hich constitute the surface of the tongue, 
and he says that some men have three 
times as many of these as others. The 
latter never become gourmands, and their 
sense of smell is, says the observer, de- 
ticient. 

In proof of these assertions it is said that 
when vou have a bad cold you almost lose 
both these senses; that you can neither de- 
tect delicate odors, like that of perfume, 
otherwise so noticeable, nor ideiitif}' the 
flavors of different kinds of food and 
drinks. The smoker who has a severe C0I4 
liiiils that his ci'jar or cigarette yields but 
little jileasure, and he finds that bis glass 
of claret or champagne at dinner is almost 
as Mat to the taste as so much water. 

Brillat-Savarin, who lifted cooking from 
the kitchen to the library and made gas- 
tronomy a fine art, said that of all the 
senses in their natural state taste procures 
us the greatest number of enjoyments. 
For this he gives six reasons, as follows : 

Because the pleasure of eating, taken in 
moderation, is the only one that is not 
followed by fatigue. 

Because it is common to CTery age, time 
and condition. 

Because it must retnm once at least 
every day, and may during that space of 
time oe easily repeiTted two or three times. 

Because it can comliim; with all our 
other pleasures, and even console us for 
their ansence. 

Because its sensations are at once more 
lasting than others and more subject to our 
wi'l. 

Because we have a certain special but in- 
dctinable satisfaction, arising from the in- 
stinctive knowledge that, by the very act 
of eating, we are making good our losses 
and |irolonging our existence. 

These are the reasons advanced by this 
etniiK iit writer to iirove that taste Is the 
III' -t iuinortanl of the senses. He was also 
one of the first to suspect the identitv of 
the senses of taste and smell, and h« ,saiil 
that of two guests seated at the same ban- 
(I'let one may have delicious sensations 
w hile the other seems to eat only becau.se 
compelled, the reason being that the latter 
has tongue and nostrils only poorlv fur- 
nished for enjoyment. It is thus that the 
empire of t<iste'lias its blind men and its 
deaf.— New V<.rk World. 



How the Girls at the Franklin 
Grammar Stitch, Darn 
and Buy. 



PEDTCIFAL KEBVEDT'S SUCCESS 



One of the Most Interestlnsr Prac- 
tical Features of the Public 
Schools. 



The Franiclin Grammar School may be a 
little hard on the dressmakers and on 
smart shopkeepers who want to make 
extra profits, but it affords a magnificent 
illiistration of what practical education 
may be in the public schools. 

There are 225 young girls becoming ex- 
pert with the needle on scientific prin- 



and bring all sorts of mending from home. 
Tbeyrare especially encouraged to bring to 
school anv hard jobs of repairing, such as 

a mother s torn silk dress or a torn lace 
curtain. The girls learn to imt on patches 
that can hardly be seen, and to darn rents 
with exquisite 'deftness, tjtocking-darning 
is made of special importance, and they do 
work that few of their grandmothers could 
match. 

From repairing the girls go to making 
nnderj^rments and then handkerchiefs, 
aprons and almost everything made of 

cloth belonging to a home, and they learn 
how to'cnt them and make them well and 
pretty. Finally dresses are reached, and 
most of the dresses that the girls now 
wear were made by themselves. 80 far 
they have been taught only how to select 
7)atterns and cut from them", but a system 
of dress-cutting will soon be taught. There 
is plenty of material to work on besides 
scraps of goods, for the girls bring from 
home every kind of material to make up. 

Names of materials are among the many 
things taught constantlv liesides the work 
with the needle. From the first day every 
scrap and piece of goods is named, studied 
and criticired, and now most of the Frank- 
lin School girls are experts on cloths. They 
learn wbere the different kinds of cloth 
come from and how they are made. 

I'hey can tell just now much cotton, 
wool, silk or linen is in a sample, just 
about what it ought to cost, how fikely it 



work began 873.S garments have been made. 

Most of Franklin School girls must soon 
go to earning a living. Since the sewing 
class was started eight of the girls have 
had to quit .school and gotosewirig. Dress- 
makers reouire of apprentices six nionths' 
service without wages, and tailors and mill- 
iners will pay a girl nothing, as a rule, for 
a good while. Of five of the girls who 
went to work at once for d ressmakers hut 
one liad to work two weeks without re- 
ceiving wages, so delighted were their em- 
ployers with their unexpected skill with 
tlie needle. Two, who went into a millin- 
ery-shop, got wages at once. Dne, w ho 
went inio a tailor-shop, was paid after the 
first month. 

Some time ago Principal Kennedy ad- 
dressed »)0 letters to mother;), asking if 
the instruction in sewing had been of 
assistance to their daughters in the per- 
formance of household duties; if it iiad 
developed habits of neatness and onlcr in 
them, and if the mothers addressed fav- 
ored teaching sewing in the public schools. 
But one negative reply was received to any 
question. Even,' reply testiliecl to the ap- 
preciation of the mothers. Some wrote 
that the work made their daughters neat 
and orderly; others that it made them 
helpful at home; that they had no time to 
teach their daughters themselves ;'that the 
girls took more interest in sewing at school 
than at home, etc.

It was largely 
the success of Mr. Kennedy's experiment 
that led to extending the "work to other 
schools alongwith tin- ■ uhcr features of the 
manual training work that is steadily 
growing. In only one (dher school has 
there yet been enij luved a sjiecial teacher 
cif sewing. 

A visit to the Franklin Grammar School 
would remove any one's doubts as to the 
propriety ot teaching girls in school how 
to use needles as well as fractions. The 
location <if the school in a community of 
working people aiids to the interest. The 
instruction is givi n by Mrs. Kennedy, the 
principal's wife, who is employed as a spe- 
cial teacher of sen ing. .She is a cultured 
lady, who has had several years' snceessful 
experience as a regular teacher, and these 

?lualifications have been very iniiwrtant 
actors in her success with the sewing 
classes. Such a teacher should be much 
more than an expi rt needlewoman. 

A large, light, iietit classroom is devoted 
to the sewing. 1 liirty-live low chairs sur- 
round a number of low tables. The black- 
boards arc used to illustrate every variety 
of stitch, the way to cut patterns, ways to 
do patchinL', li"W garments should iiang, 
dectirative ideas, etc. There is one sewing- 
machine, but it is little used. There is a 
good supply of needles, thread, scissors, 
tapes and other working materials. The 
instruction is given now to the first four 
grammar grades, and in the two higher 
grades attention is devoted to cooking. 

Each girl spends atiout three-iinarlers of 
an hour in the sewing-room twice a week, 
the different classes goin^ to the sewing- 
room by turn, and Mrs. Kennedy has sev- 
eral difterent classes before her each day.

the two years of cookiI^g the Franklin 
Grammar School girls study domestic econ- 
omy for five .years. Some of the classes 
will be found doing elementary stitching 
and some making dresses. 

The little girls" learn stitches first, and 
there are more kinds of stitches shown in 
working drawings and samples of work than 
most people have heard of. Basting scraps 
together conies first, and the basting the 
girls soon do looks too pretty to undo, 
Jwo short stitches and one long one are re- 
peated as thtiugh done by machinery. The 
girls advance to the simple runninf! stitch, 
and then on to overcasting, backstitching, 
hemstitching, felling, overhanding, button- 
hole working and all the rest of the |iri- 
mary operation;, of a needle. They learn 
just how to put in gussets and facings, and 
pretty soon they enter the great domain of 
mending. 

That is where the work soon tells. Mrs. 
Kennedy allows no torn or buttonless 
clothes among the gills of that school. The 
girls mflbd theit own cUthta in the claaa,

The influence of the sewing classes has 
been fell in ihe homes of the tdiildren in 
many ways, practically and mtirally. 
Every idea gathered and every bit of skill 
ac(iuired will be of constant use through 
life, and many homes and lives will be 
substantially bettered. 

During the first six months of the pres- 
ent school year, t>esides all the luirely i 
practice work done, there were worked in ; 
the cla-sses lliOO button-hides, 441) stockings 
brought from home were riarucd, and there 
were made 100 undergarments, 'i-'i aprons, 
0,'t liandkerchiefs, stocking-bags, 6 wrap- 
I'crs, 4 i.etticoats, i suits, :i dress skirts, 8 
tidies and a lot of pillow-shams, cushions, 
splashen. doU diwsM, etc. Since the

The man goes to a con- 
venient jiool in the mountain stream, 
where the water is still, and there is his 
mirror. Uc breaks his bottle on a stone, 
and picks out a good sharp piece. Then 
he lathers his face profusely and begins to 
scrape away with his piece of glass, which 
works almost as well as a sbarji razor.

TEA AS AN INTOXICANT.

ffir Alitithol. 

No longer, it apjiears, may we spe.ik of 
teaasthecui) which cheers, but does not 
inebriate, says the New York Tribune. It 
may, indeed, still cheer. It certainly does 
inebriate with most <leplorable effects; 
ranking, as an intoxicant, a good secoml 
to alcohol itself. Many lay observers have 
long suspected that such was the case. 
Their suspicions are now confirmed by pro- 
fessional authorities in a manner so start- 
ling as to make it seem desirable that con- 
certed action should be taken to check the 
evil. To some, perhaps, the idea of a tem- 
perance crusade against the teapot will ap- 
pear grotesque. Yet, in all seriousness, 
that very thing is urgently needed. 

According to statistics recently furnished 
to t'tf.' .^ledical News bvDr. .Tanus Wood 
of Brooklyn, of all the jiatients applying 
for treatment at the chief dispensary of 
that citv no less than 10 per cent are tea 
drunkards. They are not aware of the 
fact. No one asks to be cured of what we 
m.iy call Iheamania. But the symptoms 
of their cases t'oint unmistakably to over- 
indulgence in tea and that prcsumiition on 
inquiry is confirmed by their confessions. 
They suffer from headache, vertigo, in- 
somnia, palpitation of the heart, mental 
confusion, iiiithtmares, nausea, ballucin- 
ations, morbid depression of spirits, and 
sometimes from suicidal impulses, surely 
a formidably list of symptoms. These 
patients are of both sexes and oil 
ages, and confess drinking from 
a pint and a half to fifteen pints of tea 
each day. Another interesting fact is that 
nearly one-third of them are of Irish birth, 
and it is safe to assume that of the nearly I 
two-thirds of American birth a large pro- 
portion are of Irish parentage. For mlre- 
land itself tea-poisoning has long been rec- 
ognized as a widelv prevalent evil, con- 
tributing largely to tte number of inmates 
of insane asylums, and here,_ as most 
housekeepers know, the most inveterate 
and inordinate tea-drinkers are the domes- 
tic servants of Irish origin. It is an inter- 
esting question, worthy of investigation, 
whether this prevalence ot tea iiMoxication 
among that race ia because they use tea 
more freely than other people, or because 
their nervous temperament is more sus- 
ceptible to its effects. 

'The evil of tea-drinking is due, however, 
not only to the amount consumed, but also 
to the manner in which it is prepared. An 
unmeasured i|uantity of the leaves, says 
Dr. Wood, is thrown into the teapot and 
an nnmeasured quantity of boiling water 
added. In any time from ten to thirty 
minutes this infusion is used. Then new 
leaves are thrown in with the old. which 
have been left to soak, and more water is 
added, and so on. Sometimes leaves are 
thus kept soaking for a day or more. The 
result is that the decoction is loaded, not 
only with thein, but with from 7 to 17 per 
cent of tannin, and with other even more 
deleterious substances. This form of pr,!p- 
aration is almost universal among kitchen I 
servants and among shopand factory girls, 1 
who also are -ti nt tca-i I r: ii kers, and is too ' 
often practiced among other people of | 
small means, who do not wish to waste a 
single leaf so long as there is any "strength" 
in it. I 

.\gainst this particular phase of the evil ; 
a crusade mav well be directed. Tea- ' 
drinkers sho4ilit be taught how to prepare ' 
the beverage properly, so that it will be 
comparatively innocuous, and should be 
warned that such decoctions a^ they are 
making are notbingelse than rank poisons. 
Physicians doubtless give such advice to i 
their [latients whom they find suffering 
from tea intoxication. But the mistress of i 
the bonsehold should give it to her domes- I 
tics and enforce it upon them, too ; and the > 
city missionary and disiienser of charity | 
among the poor shouhi make the same | 
facte known to all whom they visit. This 
is no light matter. There is serious reason 
to believe that many cases of suicide and 
insanity are directly due to tea-poisoning, 
while the number ot chronic invalids from 
the same cause in this city alone are to be 
reckoned by thousands. "It is high time 
for the evil to be recognized and checked.

"They doubtless know the extent of each 
oflicer's beat and realize that he cannot re- 
t.. rutin after such an interval that they 
have time to get away with the entire con- 
tents of the average dwelling.

"They could covera vast amount of terri- 
tory, and do it satisfactorily, and could 
kIso overhaul evildoers who now operate 
almost with impunity. I would also favor 
establishing somewhere in the vicinity of 
the park a branch station with patn l 
wagon and telephonic and telejiraphic iv.i- 
nectiona with headquarters. 

"If these auction sales of lots ntarllie 
j ark continue u will not be Ion;: b^forr 
we have a string of residences say 2oo fett 
apart all the way to the ocean, and every 
man who lives there will expect and have 
the right to demand police protection.

The Super- 
visors recognize the needs of this depart- 
ment, and I believe they will give Crowley 
all the men he asks for. 

'"W« should also have two more captains 
of police. Six captains, exclusive of the 
captAin of detectives, could be used to ad- 
vantage in this city. We should aiso have 
more sergeants." 

Commissioner Tobin has frequently ex- 
pressed the opinion that l.irge additions 
should be ma'ip to the police force. Tli';

' uncivilized. Of these, two, the master 
' worker and tiie traveler, are now extinct 
species. Nowadays thri'e men, usually rela- 
tives, work together in informal putner^ 
' ship, one lieing a tunier. another a mod- 
I oler ami iht; third a decorator, who carves 
such decprnlive adjuncts on thptini<hed 
I articles as fiuit and (lowers. Their gains 
I are very small and, indeed, travelers who 
i.tit in "at the port of I.ieghom and have 
alaliaster vases, statuary and the lilio. 
offi-red at almost absnialv l..w prices, re- 
fuse, as a rule, to believe that they can be 
made by hand. 

One kind of alabaster is made by a pro- 
cess of dycint'. which is still a trade secret, 
into an exccilcnt imii nion of coral. l\.r a 
time tliis had a very larje sale, but the 
trade is now threati ncd w.th i xtinction. 
It is sULfgested that the pfoiil-- i f the East, 
who Used to I'uy it largely, left off doing 
so, as they were doubtful whether the 
sham article could properly be used in the 
religious rights wlu-r* in coral plays a part. 
The alabaster-workers nave true artistic

Democratic place-hunters are concen- 
trating their energies and thoughts on the 
Board of Healt h. The practical politicians 
of the party are much dissatisfied with tbe 
Governor's delay in appointing the new 
members. They claim that it is not right, 
just or g<,Hid I'oiitics to allow Republicans 
to draw salaries when so many I>emocratt 

are hungry for places. 

Governor lUuld's friends explain that 
the delay is caused by the diverging in- 
terests and influences brought to bear on 
him. There are two active factions each 
assailing the other and trying to poll the 
Governor into its camp. 

One of these wants to see political doctors 
put in so- that they can manipulate the 
patronage. The others ask for men of high 
standiiiL'. without regard to political affili- 
ation?. Both elements, however, are op- 
po.sed to having a Republican on the board. 
They bold that all the material needed, 
and more, too, can be found among the 
Democrats. 

Since the nu mbors of the board serve 
w itliiput I'li.v the only attraction the place 
has for practical politicians is the patron- 
age connected with it. It is said that both 
factions are willing give this patronage to 
the Governor, retaining far themselves the 
right of ratitication. 

The political doctors specify only that 
their backers shall be rewarded. The 
others promise to leave the apppintments 
entirely with the exeoutive, knowing that 
an incompetent employe can be dis- 
charged. 

Another inn.ortant and heretofore over- 
looked factor in the appointments is the 
incumbents. Tlu y are moving heaven and 
earth to get one mull in. If they siic( eed 
they will not lie removed, as it takes the 
votes of all four members to remove the 
Health Officer, (Quarantine Officer, Superin- 
tendent of the .\hnshousp and other officers. 

It is, however, stated deliniteiy that the 
Governor w ill appoint four men", who will 
be programmed. In other words, they 
will be unanimous when it comes to 
removals. Who these men are the 
knowing ones profess to have full 
knowledge. Kach sets differs, however, 
and it seems probable that Mr. Budd's 
friends, who claim that the Governor him- 
self does iiot know yet whom ho will 
api'oint, are telling the truth. At any 
rate, the Governor is booked to hold open 
house in this city for two or three days 
previous to making the appointments, 
when tbe friends of the respective candi- 
dates will be received and their claims 
considered. 

Many of the physicians named for the 
place nare not made application for it. 
These men. however, allow it to be known 
that they would accept the position if it 
were tendered them, even though it has no 
pay attached to it. Prominent among the 
medicos who are being unied as good ma- 
terial for the board are: Dr. W. E. Taylor, 
Dr. J. F. Mo^, Dr. G. J. Fitzgib- 
bons. Dr. H. B. Hart, Dr. R. 
W. Murphv, Dr. McCarthy, Dr. R. 
Beverly t ole, Dr. D. D. McLean, Dr. J). 
F. fiagon. Dr. Marc Levingston, Dr.Nathan 
Holers, Dr. Leo Rogers, Dr. John Oallway, 
Dr. Buckley, Dr. C. A. Clinton, Dr. Gavi- 
gaii and Dr. C. O. Levison. 

Dr. Taylor is s prominent member of the 
faculty of the Toland Medical (?ullege. Ills 
recommendations are strong, hut s(uue op- 
position is manifested to him on account 
of his being the physician of (. liris Buckley. 

I>r. ( 'le is also a member of the faculty 
of the .•^late University and has a strong 
backin)^. Dr. Morse is a surgeon of wide 
reputation and is the chief surgeon at the 
German Hospital. He was for many 
years connected with the Toland College. 

Dr. Levingston is a Californian who has 
matriculated in many European colleges. 
He was at one time Coroner. Dr. Gavigan 
was for several years an attorney in this 
Cit.v. He has been intimately connected 
with politics for a long time and was at 
one time a Depvtty Tax Collector. 

Dr. Raeon is now a member of the Dem- 
ocratic .State Central' Committee and Dr. 
Clinton is a member of the present .Board 
of Kducation. 

It is reported that an effort is being 
made to nave a homeopatiiist put on the 
Board of Health. Other people are work- 
ing to secure the appointment of a woman. 
These are both looked upon as forlorn 
hopes. 

iiovernor Budd's oft-repeated assertion 
that he was going to appoint one Kepub- 
lican has caused considerabto interest 
among the workers in that party. There 
is as little nnanimity among them as to 
who shall be chosen as there is among the 
Democrats. 

Among those named are: Dr. Jules 
Rosenstim, who served on a former 
board; Dr. F. F. Lord, an ofllcer of the 
medical alumni of the L'liiversjty of Cali- 
fornia; Dr. J. M. Williamson, a professor 
Of the State University, and D. F. Bhiels. 
Dr. Shiels Is being urged by Major War- 
tield of the Californio Hotel, who is a 
very close friend of Governor Budd. 

One factor in the matter of the ajipoint- 
ments is not receiving the attention it will 
later. This is the support of Mayor Sutro. 
It mav cut .[.lite a llgure, as Mr. Sutro is 
ex-otlieii.i presiilent of the Boaril of Health, 
and the Governor has announced his in- 
tention of consulting him before coming to 
a definite conclusion. 

The positions under the Board of Health 
are causing another scramble. Dr. Terrill 
is said to rely on the friendship of Harry 
Gmeric for tbe Health Othce, which Dr. 
Keeney would like to retain. 

Dr. Mizner has also strong friends at 
court who have him slated for the quaran- 
tine ollice.;Dr. A. K.Hai>pcrsbergcr, whose 
brother Frank, the noted sculptor, is a 
close friend of the Governor, is said to 
have a splendid chance for the appoint- 
ment as physician to the Board of Health. 

Anionu ttrose mentioned forminor offices 
veoyiring jilivsieiniis are: lir. <;. Howard 
Thumpson. who did g.iod work in the con- 
vention that nominated Budd; Dr. Blake, 
wno was beaten last year for Ooroner ; and 
Dr. T. A. Rottanzi, whose Influence in the 
Italian colony was all directed for Gov- 
ernor Budd. 

The friends of most of the pentleinen 
named above look with dissalishcd eyes at 
the requests beine inada by Jo.sejih J. 
Dwyer. They claim that he is getting 
more recognition than he is entitled to. 

He has already obtained the appoint- 
ment of Captain Mayo, a director of the 
Hibernia Bank, of which Mr. Dwyer is at- 
torney, as Pilot Commissioner. He has 
also got a friend in as I'ort ^Vardell. 

Now he wants the secretaryship of the 
Board of Health for his brother, tbe ap- 
jiointnient of Dr. Ragan on the board, and 
asks that ez-Depn^ Sheriff Fenton be 
made steward of the City and County Hos- 
pital. 

Politicians look covetously at the stew-

Flight of the Ship America While Be- 
calmed III the Trople.-,. 

Drifting about on a tropical r-eu, under a 
boiling sun, in a vessel laden with a cargo 
of half-cleaned bone.s, is an e.Tperience not 
to lie envied, and tho crew of the Italian 
bark America, which arrived yesterday at 
pier 72, South wharves, will probably prefer 
a cooler climate and a cleaner cargo for 
their next cmise. Seventy days ago the 
America left Buenos Ayres, the only 
freight then available being bones of the 
cattle killed at the great slaughter-bdnses 
of the beef extract manufacturers in the 
Argentine rei.ublic. Cattle are cheap 
down there and the butchers are not over- 
careful in removing the meat from the 
bones. Con-e niently the bones which 
tilled tl]<> hold of the America when she 
left the Kiver I'late were half covered with 
scra)>s of meat not yet in a condition of 
decay. There was meat enough beneath 
the hatches to set a good-sized beef sausage 
factorv up in business, says the Philadel- 
phia Review. 

Matters were measurably ivlea!<,int aboard 
the -Vnieriea until she entered the tropics 
on her northward voyage, but when the 
hot sun began to beat down upon the deck 
it made a bad mess below, and soon the 
hold was swarming with vermin ai even 
the much-traveled crew and the venerable 
Captain Ferrari had never seen before. 
Every nook and comer of the ship above 
decks and below as infested by the pests, 
who made no distinction between fore- 
castle and cabin. So long as there was 
food for them on the bones in the hold 
they concentrated their energies there, but 
when they had cleaned and polished the 
bones the vermin advanaed BOpn the crew, 
and also attacked the u%i*nMres of 
visions. 

While the wind held fair and each day 
shortened the distance to port the suffer- 
ing crew had some relief to which they 
could look forward, hut their discomfoi-t 
became despair when the wind failed them 
completely on the equator and left them 
rolling upon a glassy sea for full two weeks 
without wind enough to break the column 
of smoke that rose from the cook's galley. 
For a fortnight the crew frmpbt the vermin 
with everv' means they <uuld devise.

Be- 
fore tbe vessel reached her moorings in 
this port, the vermin had completely disap- 
peared, hnvinu' taken refuge from ihe cold 
in the crevites and seams of the ship. 
Never was a change of climate more wel- 
come to sailors than when the crew of the 
America left behind them the vermin- 
breeiiing heat of the tropics. 

Captain Ferrari is iu liis seventy -second 
year, and for half a century has been a 
master mariner. He has been in command 
of the bark America ever since she was 
launched at Castellamare. Italy, in 1877, 
and the present crew has sailed with him 
for sixteen years. Captain Ferrari declares 
that if he ever sails with another cargo of 
fresh bones, he will turn a few South 
American ant-eaters loose in the hold.

Oeean-Going CanniDB Factory, 

An ocean-gohig canning factory sailed 
from this port for the Florid. i Keys and 
the West Indies, says the New York corre- 
spondent of the Pittsburg Dispatch. She 
has aboard 50,000 cans of one and two 
pound caliber, in which it is proposed to 
put fish, fruit and meat. There are boilers 
and all the ajiiiarattis of a canning estab- 
lishment aboard, as well as a hrst-class 
chef and expert "cauners." The expedi- 
tion will make a specialty of that succulent 
fish, the pompano. Turtles will also he 
largely caught, and, under tlie benign in- 
fiuence of tbe chef, will become canned 
turtle soup. When the fishing is bad the 
schooner will visit the West Indian porfs 
and barter calico and 'Watcrbury watches 
with the natives for fruit, which will also 
go into cans. The eipedition expects to 
come baoK loaded with guava jelly, among 
other things. Whether a cannery on the 
spot can compete with the big ones ashore

There is bat one spider farm In tbe 
United States. As far as the writer can 
learn there are only two in the world. 
Entomologists have collected and raised 
spiders for purposes of scientific observa- 
tion and investigation, just as bacilli and 
other unpleasant animals are nurtured. 
Here and there a spider lias been made a 
pet of by some lonely pri'^oiier of Chillou 
or tho Tombs, but spider farming as a 
money-making industry is yet in its in- 
fancy. What in the world is done with a 
crop of spiders? you ask. One has only to 
go f onr miles from Philadelphia on the old 
Lancaster pike and ask for the farm of 
Pierre Orantaira to see what can be fonnd 
nowhere else in this country, and abroad 
only in a little French village in the De- 
partment of the Loire, says a writer in the 
Philadelphia Press. 

Pierre (irantaire furnishes spiders at so 
much per hundred for distribution in the 
wine vaults of the merchant and the nou- 
veaux riclie. llis trade is chielly with the 
wholesale njereliaiit, who is able to stock a 
cellar with new, shining, fre-^hly labeled 
bottles, and in three months see them 
veiled with filmy cobwebs, so that the ef- 
fect of twenty years of storage is secured at 
a small cost. The effect npon a customer 
can be imagined, and is hardly to be ineas- 
u red in dollars and cents. It is a trifling 
matter to cover the bins with dust. That 
effect is easy to the veriest tyro in the 
wine trade. But cobwebs — that is a differ- 
ent matter— cobwebs spun from cork to 
cork, cobwebs that drape the slender neck 
like delicate lace when the flask is broUL'lit 
to the light— the seal of years of slow mel- 
lowing and fruition. 

The Lancaster pike is an old, old high- 
way that trembled to the tramp of march- 
ing columns in the Revolution. In one of 
the low, stone farmhouses, huge as to 
chimney, lives Pierre Orantaire, a veteran 
of the French army, who was conscripted 
as a middle-aged man from his father's 
farm in '70 to ti[;ht the f'rnssians. For 
ten years he has lived here, a rather unique 
figure among the matter of fact farmers 
around him. For the tricolor always tiie.s 
from his roof on the Uth of July, and the 
colors are draped half-Min''t on tbe anni- 
versarj' of the <lay that the hated Prus- 
sians marched into I'aris a quarter of a 
century ago. 

Old Grantaire has a wonderful vegetable 
farm, and sends in the choicest green 
stuff" that is displayed in the Philadel- 
' phia markets. His neighbors know that 
I he is a market eardener. and also raises 
mushrooms, and rather envy him the re- 
turns from his squabs that retail at 60cents 
a pair this time of year. But few of them 
know of the spider-raising industry, which ] 
makes a substantial part of Pierre's busi- i 
ness. It is not to tbe old man's interest j 
to have this advertised, and he seldom 
takes a caller into the two rooms of his 
dwelling where his multi-legged pets cover 
the walls and weave their gossamer pat- 
terns everywhere. 

It was a bit shuddering for the visitor, 
who bad been brougbtup to smash a spider 
with a slipper or whatever came handiest, 
to be brought into a room where there j 
were spiders in front of him. spiders to the I 
rear of hitu, myriads of spiders on every | 
band. ' I 

The walls were covered by wire squares • 
from six inches to a foot across, like mag- 
nilie l sections of the wire fence used Io in- 
close poultr.v-yards. Behind these wire 
screens the walls had been covered with ■ 
ront;h planking. There were cracks be- 
tween the boards, apparently left with de- 
sign, and their weather-lieaten surfaces 
were dotted with knotholes and sidiiitcred 
crevices Long tables running the length ; 
of the room were covered with small wire 
frames, wooden boxes and glass jars. 

All of these wires in the room were cov- 
ered over bv patterns of l.ice tracery, in the 
geometrical outlines fashioned by the 
spider artists, inspired by the mysterious 
Instinct which has made them weave their 
flimy srrares in the same fashion since the 
world began. The sunlight streamed 
through the open door and tho room 
seemed hung with curtains of elfin-woven 
lacework. The king of this fairy palace 
rapped his stubby pipe against the door, 
and the webs were dotted with black spots 
as the spiders scaTii])ered from their re- 
treats in the wall cracks and a score of vil- 
lainous-looking pets asbl^as half-dollars 
eftiergcd from their crannies on the table 
and clustered against their glass roofing. 

"Thev think I feeil them now," said 
Pierre, '"but I fool them for you. They I 
have brains, these little creatures. Ah, I 
thev are cunning] After you see them and 
I tell you of them you witl never crush 
them more. You will say, 'The spider can 
teach me something. I will watch him. 
He is a diplomat, an architect, a mathema- 
tician. His knowledge is worth having.' 
Ah, there is a fit* fellow running on your 
neck. Don't knock him off. He will not 
bite you. They are harmless. He wishes 
to give you bon jour and mate your ac- 
quaintance. 

"You wish to know of the business first? 
That is like you people— money first, then 
the sentiment. There are 20(l6 spiders in 
this room, .ill raising families and mimlin;; 
their oun luisiness. Is not that a teaching I 
to the world and a lesson already ? Y'ou | 
see, in tlieso frames I breed my pets, anil I 
when the cnfants are big enough to run 
about I take them in the next room, where 
they can set up for themselves, as you say. 
It is from there I sell most. They are great 
cannibals, mv pets; they eat their chihlren 
and the children eat each other. So I must 
get a good price for those that survive their 
childhood. 

"His not all kinds of spiders that make 
webs. Tliere are those that live in holes 
in the ixround, and make for themselves 
trap doors, and some make soft nests in 
cracks, while others spin small homes in 
the grass or in the room corner. No, in- 
deed; I have sought out kinds that 
weave themselves fine large webs of lines 
and circles. They only look artistic in the 
wine-cellar or on the bouteille. They are 
the selected ones. They are three families, 
the names of them, the Spira Vulgoris, 
the Zilla and the Nephila Plnmipes, which 
the entomologists will tell you are the 
gruiid web-spinners, the artists of the 
spider world. 

"But what money is there in it, you 
ask. Mon Dieu, money, money — always 
money. I who love my pets to be always i 
thinking of what they sell for! I will tell j 
you, now, and then you will talk no more 
of nloney, and I can show you something. 
A customer comes to me. He is a wine 
merchant from New York or Philadelphia, 
or perhaps he writes. He says that 
he has just stocked a cellar with 
five - year - old port, or Burgundy, or 
sometbine else. Thd bottles have been 
brushed dean in shipping. They look new 
and Lummon. Tliey will not .«cll for old 
wine. He has attached to them labels of 
twenty, thirty or forty years ago, some year 
of a grand vintage. He tells me so many 
hundred bottles. I know how many of my 
pets will soon cover his cellar in cobwebs 
of the finest old kind. I put them in little 
small paper boxes, a pair in a box. I ship 
them in a crate, with many holes for air. 
Maybe I send two. three, four hundred 
spiders. For thcni I ask half a franc each, 
iflO for every liuiidreil. In two months you 
would thiiik his cellar was not disturbed 
for the last fifty years. It has cost him |40 
or $50 maybe, but he may sell tbe wine 
f«t ^QOO— yes. more than that-Hkbore 



what they had brought without mv pets 
had drMsed the bottles In the robes of long 
ago. 

"The merchant takes fhe parvenu and 
the nouveau riche, who are easy to foul 
and play with. He leads them down into 
the dark cellar. By the light of the candle 
the customer sees the rows of bottles. 
Their necks are deep in dust. It is easy to 
blow over them (lust. The cobwelis drape 
them ; they stretch from cork to cork— it is 
plain that there is here great age. All my 
cobwebs, mon ami. Tbe customer has 
what you call the pulling of the let' to him. 
He is proud. But it is good for him. Good 
wine ia only meant for the man who knows 
it. 

"Perhaps a man has quickly made great 
wealth and keeps a grand establishment. 
He must have a fine wine cellar. Perhaps 
be buys himself old wines, dustv and cob- 
webby. Bnt the cobwebs are broken and 
en deshabille when the bottles are moved 
to his cellar. They have not the tone, the 
look of the real old age, of the long years of 
penile rest in the undisturbed dark, n'est- 
ce pas? Then he drives out to see old 
Pierre, or writes from New York or Chi- 
cago — I do a grand business in Chicago. 
Sapristi, I send him my piets. They work 
for him. Soon he can take his rich friends 
info his cellar, and they say, "Mon Dieu, 
this is superb, it is magnificent. We give 
you congratulation, my boy.' This is what 
money cannot buy. ^^y jiets stop working, 
and they do what you call wink the other 
eye. Tliey then resume their toil." 

"Tell us how .vou raise them and feed 
them, Pierre," osked the visitor insinuat- 
ingly. 

"Corblen, it is a science, this raising of 
spiders. I have on hand at one time obont 
10,000 spiders, old and young. I brought 
some eggs from France, and the choicest 
webmakers to be fonnd. Here is the 
queen of them all. Her children are the 
superb spinners. Many hundreds of my 
pets are her descendants. It is the kind 
bred bv my great-uncle in France." 

Tlie oM man le<l the way to agla^s dome 
in the r-orn'T, beneath wliich a filmy web 
of lieaiitiful pattern stretched across nearly 
two feet. Pierre touched one of the meshes 
and a huge black spider danced nimbly 
out from her downy nest and r.in nn the 
vibrating thread to the old Hi an 's lin^'er. 
He L-ave her a fiy and si.e tr;[.|)t'd back 
within doors with her booty. 

"This is Sara," said I'ierre. "She has 
the grace, the chic, the slender beauty of 
the divine Bernhardt. She is the pride of 
all my pets. Ah! here is Zola looking at 
you." 

A hideous, hairy monster had crawled 
up the fine wire netting that kept him 
within bounds and stared sardonically not a 
foot away from the writer's nose.

"When tbe mother spider wishes to lay 
lier eggs she makes a little web in a broail 
crack. See, here is one weaving her nurs- 
ery. Then she lays fifty eggs, perhaps, 
lifie petite jelly drops. Then she covers 
them up in a soft silk cocoon and leaves 
them. In two weeks, longer in winter, 
they begin to hatch. It is very difficult. 
It takes one or two days. The egg shell or 
skin cracks o9 in rags. Mon Dieu, but 
there is a great struggle for the enfants. 
Then they grow and in a week look like 
spiders. They molt ofteu and shed their 
skins like the snake. I must separate the 
brood at a tender age. It is hard to break 
up the family, but, Sapristi, they devour 
each other until only tbe one is left, like 
yonr droll tale of the cats of Kilkenny."

There is an awful suspicion that the 
people who buy $10 nnd $_'o tickets and 
who simply eat and drink and listen may 
eet tired of being bored. It is one of the 
disadvantaifes of the growth of total absti- 
nenn tbat it makes tlie after-dinner audi- 
ence niurc critical. When under the full 
iiisi'iratiun uf unnumliered bottles the baii- 
(pieter cares very little about the c|tiality uf 
the speeches. All that he liopcci to do is 
to keep his eyes open, his body steady, and 
occasionally to pound the table by way of 
showing those around him tbat he is the 
soberest man in the company.

A popular comedian aavs 
that when an audience is dead and cold 
and he begins to get disconcerted, he se- 
lects a cross-eyed man or weman and be- 
gins to play to iiiiii or her with nil his 
energy, says the New York Advertiser. 

"It is harder to make a cross-eyed person 
laugh than a straight-eyed one," he ex- 
plains, "and when Isee the smiles coming 
on a man's face while the eyes are looking 
everywhere but at me 1 know that I am a 
success. One night 1 was taken in, though, 
1 played to a woman crossed in both eyes 
and she squinted besides. From the rise 
of the curtain to Its fall I sought by every 
power I possesseil to extort one smile from 
that woman, .she sal liull upright like a 
corpse and was as chilly as one, never 
smiling during the whole performance.

There are exceptions, of course, and there 
are many dinners which end in mental fog 
and physical uncertainty. But the great 

niaiority of the bamjnets are sober affairs, 
and the pust-praiidial orator linds before 
him a hundred or more of clean, keen, in- 
telligent faces that measure him at his own 
height, and do not magnify his size or his 
words through an alcoholic atmosphere. 
The increase of sobriety, therefore, dis- 
tinctly threatens to bring after-dinner 
s])eaking down to a practical basis on 
which a bore will be recognized as a bore 
and a plagiarist as a plagiarist. 

At best a banquet is a tiresome experi- 
ence for the average citizen, and if the 
people who support banquets should make 
up their minds to revolt what is to become 
ot the numerous gentlemen who are as- 
sured iu their own minds that they are 
very happy as after-dinner speakers, but 
who somehow fail to prove the fact to those 
wno hear them? A mania of this kind is 
practically incurable. Heretofore it lia- 
existed upon the good-natured tulcrance ul 1 
friendship, and in years to come, as there 
may be a necessity of finding a way to 
handle it, there will doubtless arise a post- 
prandial audience apency. which will suj. 
ply on short nutire lu unit, irs uf this kind 
a brilliant and ajipreciative assemblage, 
who will applaud at the ri^ht time and 
with the fervor of real enthusiasm. 

There is another thing. The really hril 
liaiit postprandial speakers are besieged 
with applications all through the year. 
There arc so few of the ie:illy good ones in 
I'rui'urtiun to the di iiKiml that tliey can- 
not begin to accept a third of the i'nvita 
tions that are extended to them. Now, all 
this means work.and the men who are worth 
listening to are generally men who work 
hard in their profession or in their busi- 
ness. More than one of has sacrificed a 
part of his life for after-dinner speeches, 
which at best could only be fleeting in 
their interests and results. The dinner 
with us has not yet come to an occa- 
sion for the promulgations of ini]>ortaiii 
principles or polides. The speech<s are 
most BUCcessfiU when most fragmentarv. 
hut the strain is there just the s;inie. .\s 
the world grows older every leading man 
becomes more engrossed in his particular 
work. We have not yet succeeded in culti- 
vating leisure. But among the men who 
hear the honors in the different walks of 
1 tfe then- are many who begin tu see that 
they must conserve their energies, and 
they have yet to learn that sitting six 
hours at a table and eating' ana 
drinking a lot of t!iini.'s which the 
htttuari stomach 'lut - nut especi:tliv \vant i- 
a poor way to take care of health. Pcriiajis 
these gentlemen may revolt from bamiuers 
and leave the field to the great army 
of mediocrities, who mean well, but who do 
not love their fellownu n as niiu h a'- tbey 
should. Perhaps there may be a way out tif 
the difficulty through the phonograph and 
the kinetoscope, but that is yet to be de- 
veloi>ed. It is certain that the giving of 
bamiucts will go on ami that there will be 
need for speechmaking. We must look at 
the question fairly, and then do what we 
can to reform it. The first great step 
should be for the listeners to put down the 
stupid orator, and the next great step 
should be for the bright orator to avoid the 
Stupid listeners.

Anion;.' the facts hnniplit into greatest 
prominence by the Board of Trade returns 
just issued is the very slight difference in 
the total value of sea fish landed on the 
shores of the llnited Kingdom last year 
and the year before. Including slielltish, 
the products of Ttus industry amounted in 
1893 to £7,2(10,000, while in IM'H it was 
£7,218,000. These figures do not include 
any Hsh imported from foreign cuuntries, 
or any that has been )jreviuiisly l:indcd 
at other ports of the kingdom for distribu- 
tion, but only the quantity coming direct 
from the fishing grounds. 

The particulars for these comparative 
returns are in most cases c;irefiilly 
collectetl by ollicers of the coastguard em- 
ployed at different stations, but in others 
hy officers speciallv appointed nmler the 
Board of Trade. ()f the 1 1.OHi iKXi hun- 
dredweight of lisli landed on the shores of 
Great Britain and Ireland last year, ex- 
clusive of sliclllish. just half cume to Kng- 
lanil and Wales, 0.17-, 000 hundredweight 
went to Scottish ports, and the remaining 
8.')0,000 hundredweight were the product of 
Irish fisheries, which yielded last year a 
irrealer quantity of lish than in l,'<!):i, but of 
less value. Generally, however, with re- 
gard tu the whole kingdom it appears that 
while the quantities landed have increased 
oil the average by about 800,000 hundred- 
weight the values have also increased 
£000,000, or much in the same proportion. 
— London Mews.

An extraordinary discovery was made in 
the stomach of a fish of the ling species 
at Liverpool wholesale market yesterday. 
The fish weighed fifteen pounds, and in its 
stomach were two smooth cobblestones 
weighing over five jiounds, which had evi- 
dently neon used as sinkers for a decp-si a 
fishing line. The fish, SO far as could he 
.seen, did not appear to hare suffered from 
the presence of snch a weight in its stom- 
ach.— Westminster Gazette.

I). ). ami 
vinU'iicli'ii 10 Ijf a sfcoiul Moses, sent to 
deliver the Jews of Crete. He was soon 
unmasked, bnt disappeared before he could 
be pnnifiioii.

H. IVrsia was acain, in llPTi, afflicted 
with a ].reto;'.rkd savior. Ilavid-el-Pavid, a 
niafjiciau and a man of great learning, 
arose against the King. He was caittured 
and beheaded, and great numbers of Jews 
were punished as his followers. 

15, Isnuiel Soi>hus was a .Spanish Mes- 
siah. In the thirteenth and fourteenth 
centuries the Messiah craze seemed to have 
died Liut. Yet the learned Saadia, Ibn 
t'hija, Naehnian and Gerson calculated 
that the tinie for the real Messiah to ar- 
rive was in I'^V. No pretender seems to 
have ^'.risen. Litter, Aljraliam Abrabanel 
lixe i l'"'-' as the dale. 

lij. With the ot'Oiiintr of the sixteenth 
century the false Me-~iali« be^in apain to 
ajipeiir. The Herinaii rabbi, .\slier l.amm- 
li- :! rreated much eiiihusia^ni in Austria 
,11: ! I- 'iiverted many J' ws and I liristiaiis 
to the belief that he was tjie Messiah, He 
promised to lead them under the banner oi 
the Messiah, ''the King of the Jews,'' to 
the Ho!y Land. He died sudilenly, and his 
followers were scattered. 

17, During the eventful reign of (.'harlep 
V, David Reuben appeared and claimed to 
be sent to lead the Jews to Palestine. He 
paiiie 1 favor at court and was even received 
wit 11 di-t Miction bv the Pope, Clement VIII. 
Fie was joined by Solomon Molcholia, a 
Portuguese apostate Christian, who became 
the prophet of the movement. When later 
these two attempted to convert the Em- 
peror they were taken prisoners. Daviil 
escaped with his life. Solomon was burned 
at the stake. 

Is. In lill.T the tirst false Messiah in the 
We-t Indies appeare<l. He was successful 
anionp the Portujrucse Jews, Hepromiseil 
to destroy Home and overthrow Antichrist 
and the Turkish empire. 

19. In the Low i ountries a false Messiah 
arose in 1624 and made a great commotion. 
His name is not known. 

20. The most successful of all the false 
Messiahs was Sabbathai Zebi, who took ad- 
vantage of the peculiar expectations which 
in l''**: ~eemed to possess mankind like an 
tpi'b iiiie. Kiimor from tue East told of 
great multitudes who from unknown pans 
marched to Arabia. They were supposed 
to be the ten lost tribes. From Arabia 
they were said to havcsaiied fi.r Scotland 
"with sails and cordajie ci -ilk. " The 
sailors were reported sp-aking Hebrew, 
and ij:i the s:iiN was the mottfi, •'The 
Twely.- TiiiiH- ,if Israel. ' Zebi claimed to 
be "Kiiif.' of kincs of the earth, ' and said 
that these events were sijrns of his toniiiig. 
The Turkish liovpr.iiiient seized him as a 
dangerous aeitator. To save his life, as he 
thought, he turned Mohammedan. He 
was hnally be.hcaded. Zebi's influence 
lasts to this day. It is hard to account for 
it, hut it is a fact. 

21. P.abbi Mordecai, a German Jew, .ij- 
peared ill li;>J and succeeded in inij i-mp 
upon nianv. When proved to be an im- 
postor he lied from Italy to Poland. 

22. The most remarkable among all 
the-.- ,r, v.-ris Frank, afterward 
Ca!:' '. !■ ■ Kraiik, and said to a 
relative nf lin- r.iiMsian Kniperor. Ue arose 
in the middle of the eighteenth centurv, 
and propa-atetl a new creed, A sect wliich 
originated with him still exi-ts in Poland. 
He was lari:ely influenred hv Zebi. His 
daughter le<l lii> followers after his death. 

2:^-24. .lakiitl.iel, King of Israel, vul- 
garly called M..ses <"hayim Luzzafto, ap- 
peared in Am.-tf rdam aixmt 1741. and Avi 
Shticlier ajipeared in Siena. The both 
claimed to work miracles. The tirst was a 
learned man. I'he latter Was waylaid and 
murdered. 

2.5. The last impostor heard of in Europe 
was caiied Jakntliiel, Kinp of Israel, like 
one of tlie former frauds. He appeared in 
1872, and addressed t!ie Jewish eongret;a- 
tion ol IJerlin, and gave out a.-* his motto, 
"Not with ivjwcr, nor with force, but with 
mv spirit, says the Lord Z'baotli," His 
"diplomatic note " to the I'orte deniandin;: 
a peaceful cession of Palestine was laughed 
at, and he did not pour out the threatened 
"vials" because he was not obeved. He 
appears to have disappeared as silently as 
be came.

Which Should Be First Con- 
sidered by th6 Probate 
Court? 



KEW PZLDTCfS IH THE CASE. 



Counsel Argue on the Best Method 
of Procedure— No Contest 
Yet Filed. 



The controversy over the Fair estate, 
although it still remains technically under 
the surface, is rapidly being brought into 
overt eiisteiii e. Two wills have now been 
tiled for probate, the original or "stolen" 
will, dated Septeml>er lil. IWH, and the 
holosraph or "pencil" will, dated Septem- 
ber L'4, 1894. Yesterday counsel argued on 
the proper precedence for probate to be 
allowed the respective wills, in the absence 
of the filing «rf any regular contest. 
Charles L. Fair, Theresa A. Oelrichs and 
Virginia Pair also filed an answer to the 
opposition filed by Van R. Paftrson as 
guardian to the heirs under the first will, 
and asked that the will of September 24 be 
admitted to probate. Several minor mat- 
ters pertinent to the estate of James G. 
Fair were also disposed of by the courts 
yesterday. 

In the main argument before Judge 
Slack yesterday afternoon on the method 
of procedure as to whether the first of sec- 
ond will shonid first be probated or con- 
sidered for pr..bate, Charles Wheeler ajv 
pian d for ('harh s L. Fair and f;xeciitor 
J)r. Marc I.«viiifjston, and was met by Wil- 
liam M. Pierson and Garret McEnerney 
for the special administrators, T. 0. Croth- 
ers. W. S. Goodfcllow, J. 8. AuKUs and L. 
('. Bresse. There were also i^resent Keu- 
ben H. Llovd, Knight A lleggerty, Mcuiit- 
ford Wilson and Robert Mitchell, attor- 
neys for parties in interest. 

Attorney Wheeler, in his motion for the 
probate oi the will of ."^epti in her 24, lSt4, 
urjrcd that the court had special and inci- 
dental jurisdiction and discretion to so de- 
termine. He laid special stress on the 
broad incidental powers of thecourt sitting 
a', a court of probate as instanced by the 
proceedings of the New York courts, 
the practii'c ot which was closely followed 
in the California cotirts. He citeil the 
cases of the estate of Hamilton and the 
estate "f ioi-'t.>n O.xnard in point. At least 
the issuance of letters testamentary shonid 
be postponed until the factum of a second 
will was established. 

The court was sitting to expedite the 
distribution of the estate with as little cost 
and complication as possible, and in the 
absence of any contest the court would de- 
cide that the last will revoked all otliers, 
and its consideration would dispose of all 
otiiers. t^uch would be the orderly, sensi- 
ble sequence of events. 

Counsel contended further that if the 
court deci<ied to consider the will of Sep- 
tember '21 first such a decision might drive 
three of the heirs to a contest, a proceed- 
inp which wotild according to an allega- 
tion of the first will make their bequests 
void and in itself furnish another argu- 
ment for first settling the second will. It 
was contended that the profoundest eq uities 
of the case were in favor of this course. 

William M. Pierson, for the special ad- ' 
ministrators, replied that ihe court had 
no discretion in the matter, its course hav- 
ing been plainly laid down by the code. 
He contended that if there were a second 
will the beneficiaries should enter a con- 
test and thus make themselves parties to 
the proceedings. Should the second will 
be considered his clients might he ex- 
cluded for years without any right to force 
it to a lieannL'. Everyday exi._'eiiries for 
immediate ai tion in the estate arose, and 
it was absolutely necessary- that the first 
will should be probated. There remained 
a year in which to prove any alleged sec- 
ond will, and the only method of so doing 
was bv filing a c ontest. 

Garret McKnerney, as associate counsel 
for the special aaininistrators, explained 
more fully that Charles L. Fair, Mrs. 
Oelrichs and Miss Fair were not parties to 
the apidication to probate the first will, 
and the onlv way they could make them- 
selves jiarties to the proceeding was by 
filing an objection to its probate. The 
hearing could not be postponed on the 
urging of a stranger or intermeddler. 

Attorney Wheeler then closed, maintain- 
ing that his clients were not strangers or 
intermeddlers, but bad a right to be heard 
as heirs at law and devi.sees, summoned 
into court, in court and recognized by the 
court. He emphasized the justice and 
common-sense of his claim that the second 
will, which would dispose of all prior wills, 
should first be considered. 

'The question was then submitted and 
the consideration of the petitions of Marc 
Levingston and the special administrators 
lor the probate of the two wills respectively 
went ovei>until May 6. The citation of the 
special adtnlnistrators to show cause why 
tfiey shonid not pay $8947 fl9 to Contractors 
Warren <t Mnlley for grading work Uone 
was cimtinued to the .ifith inst. 

Charles L. Fair, Theresa A. Oelrichs and

Its Display to the Qcorsla 
Fair. 



California is to be represented at the big 
exposition that will bs held in Atlanta, 
Ga., in the latter part of this year. 

O. P. McCarthy, an agent for the Atlanta 

Exposition, was in this city a few months 
ago and called upon the nu tubers of the 
California State Board of Trade. He 
wanted them to send to Atlanta a credita- 
ble display of California products. The 
members of the board favored the idea, 
but one thing stood in the way. Thev de- 
clined to pay for the space that would be 
necessary for the exhibits, stating that the 
expense of moving them to Atlanta and 
back would be all tbat they could afford. 

Mr. McCarthy upon bis return to Georgia 
talked with O. A. Collins, president and 
director-general, and the directors of the 
exposition. The result of the interview 
was communicated to Mr. Filclier, the sec- 
retary of tiie State iloard of Trade, in a 
letter which was received vesterday. 

Mr. McCarthy states that the California 
Board of Trade will be given 6000 square 
feet of space free of charge in the .Agricul- 
tural building. Opporlunilics for lectures 
and stereopticon views of California will 
be allowed in the auditorium. Literature 
upon California and its resources may be 
freelv distributed. Free tickets to the ex- 
position will be furnished ezhitntora and 
their employes. 

In the same letter the writer states tbat 
Mrs. C. F. Dooley of Los Angeles, repre- 
senting the Sotithem California exhibit, 
has been .i^iven the space whereon to erect 
a separate building, tiOxlOO feet in size, and 
she may want twenty feet more on one 
side. 

Several members of the Board of Trade, 
npon learning that there will l>e no charge 
for floor room, have expressed a determina- 
tion to take advantage of this opportunity 
to advertise the resources of California by 
moving the entire exhibit now at 575 Mar- 
ket street to the Atlanta Exposition. At 
the meeting on May 14 the matter will be 
discussed and means devised to raise 
money to meet the necessary expanses. 

Mr. Filcher propo.ses that each county 
shall add $100 to the usual subscription, 
which will make up a sum sutHcient for a 
creditable exhibit. Of course it will be to 
the interests of all to replenish the present 
stock. After the exposition is over all 
tbat is not disposed ot at a profit will be 
shipped back to the headquarters at 575 
Market street If the plan be not ndog^ted, 
other means will he devised for sending 
the State Board of Trade's exhibit to the 
exposition, as there is a determination not 
to oe outdone by the Southern California 
exhibit.

Hs Admitted It on the Witness-Stand 
In Jndge Morrow's 
Court. 



Herman Sparf admitted for the first time 
any participation in the death of Mate 
Fitzgerald of the bark Hesjicr in Judge 
McKeniia's court Thursday. The second 
trial of the aocuseil has been in progress 
for several days, but nothing which had 
not previously been testified to was ad- 
duced. 

The-matter was brought out when Sparf 

was placed on the stand in his own behalf 
and the question put to him as to what he 
knew of the killing of the mate. He then 
told the whole story from his point of 
view, claiming that St. Clair had struck 
the blow with a hatchet, which killed the 
ollicer; that he was to have caihMi the cap- 
tain on deck in order that he might also be 
dona away with, but that instead ol doing 



so he persuaded St. Clair and Hansen to 
throw the bodv overboard. 

When asked why he knew the captain 
was to have been called on deck with the 
bitentioQ ot killing him, Sparf became 
confused and could give no definite an- 
swer. 

It was arranged that argument by coun-

A Vessel Will Be Fitted Oat In This Port 
for Honolulu. 

"Which is the vessel that is under sur- 
veillance by the United States authori- 
ties?" is a question that is causing consid- 
erable discussion along the water front. It 
has been o].eiilv stated that there is a 
schooner being titled out »ith a miscel- 
laneous cargo for Honolulu, and that t hat 
cargo will consist in a great measure of 
arins and ammunition, trom bere the 
vessel will sail to an outside port arid there 
take on cannon and other warlike ])ara- 
phernalia, all of which is to be used in the 
subjugation Qf Hawaii. . , , , ,. 

The Government of the island republic 
seems to be fearful of some such move- 
ment, as when the last steamer left a pa- 
trol was being kept up around Duimond 
Head and all the landing places " Inch 
were suitable for a boatVi any size. Ihe 
barks C. 1). Hrvaut and S. C. Allen and the 
schooner Transit are now up and loading 
for Honidulu, and these three in com- 
pany with several others are being closely 
watched. . 

In this respect Secret Service Agent 
Harris of the treasury received a letter 
from Hawaii marked "Very important • 
bv the last mail. It set forth that the 
above-iiiuued shipments were to be made 
and asked as a special favor that early 
news of the movement of the vessel, whose 
tonnage and rig was given, be sent to the 
Hawaiian Government. As a^'cr.t of the 
treasury Harris could not seize any vessel 
with contraband of wir on board, but he 
could give information to the Collector of 
the Port that would lead to detention. 
When spoken to on the subject Mr. Harris 
would not even admit that ne had received 
a letter, but just the same very few vessels 
will clear foreign during the next few 
weeks that bo w ill not overhaul. 

Consul ! Icnei-al Charles L. Wilder prac- 
tically admits that a scheme is on foot to 
send a tiUuustcring crew to Hawaii, and 
he is very angrv over the fact that the 
news has leaked out. The exiles arc jubi- 
lant, liowever, and some of thcni say t tiat 
it will not be long before Dole will be keep- 
ing tbem comjMny infian Francisco.

Andrea Sbarboro is one of the many 
business men who went from this city to 
see the Los Angeles Fiesta. Speaking of 
his journey Mr. Sbarboro says: 

"The first impression that strikes a 
visitor on arrival at Lo|. Angeles and visit- 
ing the surrounding country is the great 
enterprise shown by the jieople. They 
have undertaken improvements of large 
magnitude, built long and beautiful drives, 
thus making their towns and cities at- 
tractive to the wealthy Eastern people 
who visit them. They have perfected their 
drainage system by building a sewer from 
Los Angeles to tlie ocean, a distance of 
eighteen miles, costing an immense 
amount of money." . 

"What su^'gestions have yon to make for 
the bciieiit of this city?" 

■1 )r,e of the most important things to be 
done is to attract rlrii pcpie tn our city 
and make it so pleasant for them that they 
may remain with us. 

"I find very little difference in the cli- 
mate of Los Argeles and that of San Fran- 
cisco. (Jut of seven days in Ix>s Angeles 
we had sunshine only; two days; therefore, 
as far as the climate is concerned, one can 
live in San Francisco as well as in any part 
of the State. Hut people of means gener- 
ally desire to keep line horses, and there- 
fore require good roads and attractive 
drives. 

"It is true that we have beautiful drives 

in the Pre=idio, and our Golden Gate Park 
is not c.vcc.led by any in the world; but 
these drives are limited, and one soon gets 
tired of going over the same ground, no 
matter how attractive it may be. 

• When it is considered that one rich 
family establishing itself among us would 
support directly and imlireetly at least 
tifty persons it will be seen what great 
efforts we should make to have pcoi>le of 
means come and make their residence here. 

"Our beautiful theaters and hotels are 
superior to any on the coast, which is some 
attraction ; but what we most do lack, as I 
have said before', is long and pleasant 
drives. 

"The first step toward achieving this 
desideratum would, in my opinion, be to 
connect the Presidioi with the Golden Gate 
Park by making a lieautiful ix>ulevard of 
First avenue and opening also a road 
through the I'residto tothepark, west of 
the Marine Hospital. 

"One beautiful drive which could not be 
excelled for scenery in the world could be 
matle from the end of Van Xess avenue to 
the Cliff House, skirting the oce^n shore 
just as near the water as practicable. This 
road should be made ID') feet wide with 
proper protection on the shore side. The 
drive could be continued along the ocean 
beach to Pescadero and San Jose, return- 
ing by a different route on the hills sur- 
rounding the Spring Valley lakes from 
wnicli a beautiful view of the bay, Alametla 
County and Mount Diablo could be en- 
joyed. 

"Market street should be bittmiinized 
from the ferries out to its terminus in hrst- 
class order, the sewerage system should be 
perfected, all the streets put in good order, 
kept scrupulously clean and thoroughly 
sprinkled during the summer months. 

"It is my opinion that if these improve- 
ments are made within the Shortest possi- 
ble time it will help to till up our vacant 
houses, permanently establish among us a 
desirable class of people and thus achieve 
the object of the Half-million Chib by in- 
rreasiiiu^ the population of this ciiv to'500,- 
(JtjO people before the end of t!ie century."
